The  Lord  Chancellor's  Pharmacy  Bill. 

AtameetiDgof  the  Great  Yarmouth  Chemists'  Association, 
held  at  the  Angel  Hotel  on  May  4,  the  President  (Mr.  W.  S. 
Poll)  started  a  discussion  on  the  L:>rd  Chancellor's  Pharmacy 
Bill,  condemning  it  in  a  stirring  speech.  He  was  ably 
followed  by  Messrs.  Shearman,  Woodcock,  Pechey,  and 
Ebbage,  and  tbe  following  resolution  was  moved  and 
unanimously  adopted : — 

That  this  Association  resolves  to  most  strenuously  oppose  the 
Lord  Chancellor's  Pharmacy  Bill  of  1899,  and  to  do  all  in  its 
power  to  prevent  the  same  becoming  law. 

Strike  at  Phosphorus-wOTks. 

The  furnacemen  employed  at  Messrs.  Albright  &  Wilson's 
Phosphorus- works,  Oldbury,  came  out  on  strike  on  May  4,  in 
consequence  of  the  employers  enforcing  a  reduction  ot  about 
22  per  cent,  in  wages.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  whole  of 
the  workpeople  will  be  affected. 

A  Dishonest  Apprentice. 

George  Bevison  (17),  chemist's  apprentice,  was  charged  at 
the  North  London  Police  Court  on  Saturday  with  stealing 
several  sums  of  money  received  over  the  counter  on  that  day. 
Mr.  George  Fiederick  Barrett,  chemist,  said  he  was  the 
general  manaeer  of  Lewis  &  Burrows  (Limited),  whose  chief 
office  is  at  22  and  24  Great  Portland  Street.  One  of  their 
shops  is  at  92  Green  Lanes.  The  prisoner  was  an  apprentice 
there,  and  in  consequence  of  various  suspicious  circumstances 
his  honesty  was  tested.  The  duty  of  the  prisoner  was  to 
give  a  receipt  for  all  money  taken,  and  to  enter  each  amount 
on  a  patent  slip  Three  ladies  were  got  to  go  into  the  shop 
separately  and  make  purchases,  but  in  neither  case  did  the 
prisoner  do  the  writing  mentioned,  and  his  cash  in  the  till 
did  not  balance  with  what  was  known  to  bave  been  taken. 
Mrs.  Mary  Jordan  paid  the  prisoner  2s.  2d.  for  a  box  of  pills 
and  a  bottle  of  saline  ;  Mrs.  Theresa  Clements  spent  6s.  on 
soap  and  perfume  ;  and  Mrs.  Annie  Walker  paid  the  prisoner 
2s.  8^.  for  a  sponge  and  some  scent.  When  Mr.  Barrett 
examined  tbe  till  and  the  checks  he  found  no  trace  of  the  cash 
or  records,  and  the  prisoner  denied  havirg  sold  the  articles. 
When  he  was  confronted  by  the  ladies  named  he  admitted 
his  default,  but  said  it  was  his  first  offence.  By  the 
Magistrate :  The  prisoner  had  been  apprenticed  only  seven 
months.  In  answer  to  the  Magistiate  the  accused  said  he 
had  been  drinking  that  (Saturday)  morning,  and,  conse- 
quently, got  mudrtled  Mr.  For d ham :  A  lad  like  you 
diinkiDg  in  the  morning  ?  The  prisoner  :  Yes.  Mr.  Ford- 
ham  :  How  long  have  you  been  drinking  this  way?  The 
prisoner  :  Not  long  ;  I  was  a  teetotaler  until  quite  recently. 
Mr.  Fordham  :  Do  you  plead  guilty  to  this  charge  1  The 
prisoner:  Yes;  I  cannot  do  otherwise.  But  I  hardly  knew 
what  I  was  about.  Mr.  Fordham  said  he  would  not  deal 
with  the  prisoner  now,  but  would  remand  him  for  a  week 
and  see  the  father  at  the  end  of  that  time.

Message-boy  Killed  in  Stores. 


[  Hammersmith,  on  May  9.  an  inquest  was  held  on  a  boy 
naj3d  Herbert  Knight,  aged  14  years,  employed  in  the  drug- 
de  rtment  of  the  Kensington  Stores.  John  Wyatt,  phar- 
mEiutical  chemist,  and  manager  of  the  drug- department, 
saiideceased  was  his  messenger,  and  had  been  there  a  fort- 
•M(  t.  There  was  a  shaft  running  through  the  drug-room  to 
th  refrigerating-room.  It  was  not  connected  with  any 
mninery  in  the  drug-department,  but  simply  passed 
thigh  the  room  near  the  ceiling,  and  about  8  feet  6  inches 
vrc  the  floor.  He  had  always  cautioned  the  boy  against 
Pli.ngwith  any  machinery.  He  left  him  in  the  room  to 
"  '  i  some  bottles,  and  soon  after  was  called  and  found  him 
ing  from  the  shaft.  When  taken  down  he  was  dead, 
meory  was  that  the  lad  stood  on  the  table  and  tried  to 
tli  ;v  the  duster  round  the  shaft  to  make  a  swing  and  was 
n  up,  the  duster  being  found  round  his  arm  and  round 
■haft.  The  shaft  was  12  inches  round,  and  was  going 
tv i0,reyolutions  a  minute.  The  medical  evidence  showed 
ta  the  boy's  head  struck  the  roof  and  broke  his  neck. 
?i|g  him  instantaneously,  and  that  he  wis  dragged  round 
an  round,  breaking  his  arm  and  thigh,  fracturing  his  ribs 


and  bones  in  the  feet.  The  Factory  Act  Inspector  said 
there  had  been  no  breach  of  the  Factory  Act  in  this  case, 
and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  accidental  death. 

Mischievous  Burglars. 

Burglars  broke  into  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  Dowson, 
chemist.  Market  Place,  Colne,  on  May  5,  and,  finding  no 
goods  of  value  to  carry  away,  helped  themselves  largely  to 
wine.  They  then  poured  chemicals  into  the  wine-bottles, 
and  emptied  a  cask  of  turpentine  on  to  the  floor. 

Not  in  the  Syndicate. 

Messrs.  Duck  &  Sons'  Drug-stores,  High  Street  Arcade, 
Cardiff,  have  exhibited  notices  in  their  establishment  to  the 
effect  that  a  ring  is  being  formed  to  raise  the.  prices  of 
several  proprietary  medicines.  "We  are,"  they  say,  "bond- 
fide  cutters,  and  decline  to  join  any  syndicate  to  raise 
prices,  neither  will  we  allow  manufacturers  to  arrange  our 
profits.    Every  article  is  sold  at  the  lowest  possible  price." 

Merely  Excited. 

A  Liverpool  itinerant  vendor  of  quack  remedies,  named 
Wardle,  appeared  before  the  Warrington  Magistrates  on 
May  6,  charged  with  having  been  drunk  and  disorderly.  It 
was  stated  that  the  defendant  took  up  a  position  which  had 
not  been  allotted  to  him  in  the  Market  Place,  and  proceeded 
to  offer  quack  medicines  for  sale.  A  crowd  gathered  round 
him,  causing  an  obstruction.  Defendant,  who  stated  that 
he  was  more  excited  than  drunk,  was  fined  5s. 

What  the  Doctor  Did. 

At  Sunderland,  on  May  4,  a  man  nam.d  John  Menzies 
attempted  to  commit  suicide  by  drinking  a  mixture  of  rat- 
poison  and  beer.  He  informed  his  landlady  of  what  he  had 
done,  and  she  immediately  sent  for  the  police,  who  took  the 
man  in  charge.  Dr.  Bums  was  summoned,  and  he  brought 
into  requisition  the  stomach  pump.  Unluckily  the  appli- 
ance was  defective,  but  the  doctor  detached  the  tube,  put  it 
down  the  patient's  throat,  and  sucked  up  the  deadly  com- 
pound out  of  the  man's  stomach.  The  poison  contained  a 
large  quantity  of  phosphorus,  and  stifling  fumes  arose  from 
the  fluid  during  the  operation,  but  the  man's  life  was  saved. 

Not  a  Quack-doctor. 

At  Oldham  Police  Court,  on  May  8,  an  old  man  who 
possesses  a  wooden  leg  and  a  luxuriant  crop  of  black  hair, 
and  who  takes  advantage  of  the  latter  possession  to  push  the 
sale  of  an  oleaginous  hair-restorer  in  the  market  grounds  of 
South-East  Lancashire,  was  summoned  f  >r  disorderly  con- 
duct. It  appeared,  from  the  f-r.afcement  of  the  market- 
inspector,  that  the  defendant  had  been  rated  as  a  "  quack- 
doctor  "  on  the  5s.  scale  instead  of  the  "Id.  per  foot" 
scale  for  hand  sellers,  and  the  defendant  not  only  protested 
against  it  as  an  imposition,  but  he  created  a  disturbance  into 
the  bargain.  The  Magistrates'  Clerk  contended  that  the 
defendant  was  justified  in  refusing  to  pay  the  amount  of  the 
rate.  The  corporation  had  no  right  to  charge  him  5s.  The 
proper  toll  for  the  defendant  to  pay  was  Id.  per  foot.  It 
was  illegal  of  the  corporation  to  charge  more,  and  they  were 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  40s.  and  costs  for  over-chargiDg.  The 
inspector  stated  that  the  defendant  told  him  that  if  he  in- 
terfered it  would  be  either  a  "g*ol  or  an  infirmary  case," 
and  eventually  the  Bench  inflicted  a  fine  of  5s.  and  costs  on 
defendant. 

The  "Varixia  Case. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  on  May  9,  Hall  Grigor 
described  as  a  financial  a«ent,  was  sentenced  to  ten  months 
hard  labour  for  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences. 
Amongst  the  many  companies  alleged  to  have  been  pro- 
moted by  Grigor  was  one  for  the  sale  of  "  Varixia,"  stated 
to  be  a  medicine  for  the  cure  of  varicose  veins.  Particulars 
of  the  case  appeared  in  our  issue  of  April  29. 

Seiious  Charge?. 

At  Tynemoulh  Petty  Sessions,  on  May  8,  John  Aureus  Burt, 
described  as  a  chemist,  but  whose  ranoe  does  not  appear  on 
the  register,  and  Matthew  LukeReert,  plumber,  were  brought 
up  on  remand,  on  a  charge  of  having  caused  a  noxious  drug 
to  be  taken  by  a  youni  woman  earned  Davison,  with  intent  to 
procure  miscarriage.  The  solicitor  for  the  prosecution  stated 
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that  since  the  accused  were  apprehended  (see  C.  S'  -D-, 
April  9,  page  661.)  certain  facts  had  come  to  his  know- 
ledge, and  he  expected  to  be  able  to  prove,  when  the  case 
came  on  for  hearing,  that  defendant  Burt  used  an  instru- 
ment in  addition  to  certain  pills,  and  the  charge  against 
Burt  was  altered  to  that  effect.  With  regard  to  Reed  the 
charge  against  him  would  be  that  he  did  unlawfully  procure 
the  instrument,  or  caused  it  to  be  used.  He  asked  for  a 
further  remand,  so  that  he  might  communicate  with  t  he 
Treasury,  with  a  view  to  proceeding  with  the  evidence  at  the 
next  hearing.    Prisoners  were  remanded  for  a  week. 

At  Salisbury  Petty  Sessions  on  May  2,  W.  H.  Miles,  a 
chemist's  assistant,  employed  by  Messrs.  Bead  &  Orchard, 
chemists  and  druggists,  Salisbury,  was  charged  with  indecent 
behaviour.  The  prosecuting  solicitor  asked  for  a  remand, 
intimating  that  he  proposed  preferring  additional  charges 
against  the  defendant  The  case  was  accordingly  adjourned 
for  a  week,  bail  being  allowed. 

Methylated  Whisky. 
At  Bolton,  on  May  4,  a  hawker,  named  Thomas.  Parkinson, 
was  fined  511.  and  costs  for  selling  methylated  spirit  for 
whisky.  It  transpired  that  the  defendant  had  lisen  pre- 
viously convicted  of  similar  offences  and  fined  511.  and  211. 
The  Magistrates  characterised  the  defendant  as  incorrigible. 

Mincing  Lane  Gymnasts. 

A  gymnastic  display  was  given  by  the  Orion  Club,  in  aid 
of  the  London  Commercial  Sale-rooms  Benevolent  Fund,  at 
the  Orion  Hall  on  Thursday  of  last  week.  It  was  a  distinct 
success,  the  spacious  quarters  of  the  club  being  exceedingly 
well  filled  with  appreciative  spectators,  chiefly  from  the 
staffs  of  well-known  Mincing  Lane  houses,  and  a  few  of  their 
lady  friends.  The  programme  was  unique  from  a  gymnast's 
point  of  view,  comprising,  as  it  did,  tugs-of-war,  boxing- 
bouts,  bayonet  v.  sabre  encounters,  Indian-club  displays, 
and  other  athletic  feats  of  a  like  nature.

Mr.  Moules  (S  Figgis  &  Co.),  Mr.  Anderson  (H.  Kiver  v  Co.), 
Mr.  Brain  (Marshall  &  French),  Mr.  Perrin,  Mr.  L.  French 
(French  &  Plucknett).  Many  of  the  above  took  pa»t  in  the 
"  tng-of-war,"  and  Mr.  A  R.Clarke  (the  Orient  Company) 
was  captain  of  the  Spice  team,  and  Mr.  R.  S.  Woods  (Geo. 
R' ffey  &  Son,  seed-merchants)  kindly  superintended  the 
Corn  Exchange  team. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Green  for  his  untiring  efforts  to 
make  the  affair  a  financial  success. 

The  Glass-bottle  Trade  Dispute. 

At  Barnsley,  on  May  4,  Frank  Matthewman,  and  sixty-nine 
others,  glass- bottle  makers,  blowers,  and  pressers,  in  the 
employ  of  Messrs.  Wood  Brothers  &  Co  ,  Borough  Flint-glass 
Works,  Barnsley,  were  sued  under  the  Employers  and  Work- 
men Act  to  recover  10s.  from  each  as  damages  for  neglect  of 
work.  The  Solicitor  for  the  prosecution  stated  that  the  men 
had  agreed  to  pay  5s.  damage  and  costs,  and  to  go  back  and 
work  out  their  notices  at  the  old  hours,  Messrs.  Wood  under- 
taking on  their  part  to  issue  no  fresh  summonses.  He  asked 
that  the  summonses  might  be  withdrawn.  The  Bench 
approved. 

Oxygen-treatment. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Oxygen  Home  for  the  treat- 
ment of  ulcers  and  wounds  by  oxygen  gas  was  held  on 
May  10  a*;  2  Fi'zroy  Square,  W.  Princess  Louise,  the 
Duchess  of  S;.  Albans,  Lady  Burdett-Coutts,  Lady  Nottage, 
and  Lidy  Faudel-Phillips  were  among  those  p-esent.  Sir 
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Francis  Osborne,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  read  the  anni 
report,  from  which  it  appears  that  since  the  home  vi 
opened,  three  years  ago,  231  cases  had  been  treated,  andf 
these  172  had  been  cured.  It  is  believed  that  the  action' 
the  oxygen  is  to  turn  the  toxins  or  poisons  secreted  r 
certain  micro-organisms  into  oxy-toxin9,  or  antidotes,  wlii, 
being  absorbed,  neutralise  or  destroy  the  action  of  i 
poisons.

his  death  deceased  told  him  that  he  was  suffering  fr 
toothache.    He  took  a  quantity  of  morphia,  remarking,  "1 
all   right,  old   man;   it's  only  the  maximum  J-  gr.  dot' 
Deceased  appeared  to  be  better  afterwards,  hut  at  ni(< 
witness  went  to  deceased's  room  and  found  two  bottles : 
the  mantelshelf,  one  containing  toothache-tincture,  and  I 
other  a  morphine  mixture.    Deceased  told  witness  he  1 
taken  the  same  dose  as  in  the  morning  and  went  to  b 
Next  day  witness  Cilled  in  Dr.  Mortimer  and  Dr.  Harris,  1 
deceased  died  the  same  night.    Latterly  he  had  been  in  I 
habit  of  taking  morphia  and  chlorodyne,  but  never  thou 
any  suicidal  tendencies.  Dr.  Mortimer  said  he  found  decea.' 
suffering  from  morphia-poisoning.    He  applied  all  tbe  app 
priate  remedies  but  without  avail.    Death  was  undoubtei 
due  to  morphia-poisoning,  but  deceased  must  have  takei 
good  deal  more  than  §  gr.    Mr.  Milton,  deceased's  employ 
said  he  should  like  to  mention  that  he  had  no  previ< 
knowledge  that  deceased  took  drugs  from  the  store,  or  tl 
he  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  morpnia.    Deceased  was  slai 
keeper,  and  as  such  it  woald  be  impossible  to  keep  th< 
things  from  him.    Deceased  had  been  in  the  office  of 
brother,  a  surgeon  in  London,  and  had  a  greater  knowle<; 
of  drugs  than  most  assistants.    The  jnry  returned  a  vera, 
of  death  from  misadventure.

The  Local  Government  Beard  have  also  written  in  like 
strain  to  the  Mountmellick  Poor-law  Guardians.  In  this 
case  they  asked  to  be  supplied  with  the  tenders.  The 
tenders  were  forwarded  to  the  L  G.B.,  but  no  explanation 
was  given,  as  the  Board  responsible  for  the  acceptance 
referred  to  was  not  now  in  existence. 

Guardians'  Deliberations. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Belfast  GuardiaDS,  ce  May  9,  a  dis- 
cussion arose  on  the  medicines  to  be  included  in  the  list  lor 
which  tenders  are  to  be  invited.  Dr.  McDonnell  objected  to 
the  inclusion  of  cod-liver  oil  and  malt-extract,  and  said  that 
a  substitute  for  the  latter  could  easily  be  prepared  by  the 
doctors  from  other  medicines.  Miss  Colnell,  orje  of  the  lady 
Guardians,  said  that  many  patients,  particulaily  con- 
sumptives, could  cot  take  cod-liver  oil,  and  this  was  the 
reason  malt-extract  was  included.  Finally,  the  list  was 
adopted,  minus  the  articles  tD  which  Dr.  McDonnell  took 
exception.  The  question  of  the  salary  cf  an  analyst  to 
examine  the  drugs  supplied  to  the  workhouse  and  the 
different  dispensaries  of  the  union  gave  rise  to  some  dis- 
cussion. The  committee  reported  in  favour  of  501.,  but 
some  Guardians  thought  a.  competent  man  could  be  got.  to 
do  the  work  for  less  than  301.  a  year.  The  Chairman  said 
they  should  not  make  themselves  ridiculous  ;  they  had  been 
so  long  enough.  They  must  get  an  analyst  if  they  wanted  to 
secure  the  Treasury  grant  for  medicines,  and  when  they  got 
an  analyst  they  must  pay  him  a  reasonable  sum  for  his  work. 
It  was  decided  to  give  the  analyst  501.,  and  advertisements-- 
were  ordered  to  be  issued  on  the  subject. 

The  Lisburn  Board  of  Guardians  on  May  9  decided  to- 
advertise  for  an  analyst  for  drugs  at  a  salary  of  201.  pe* 
annum.

Students  Study  Gas-making. 

On  May  6  the  students  of  the  Glasgow  School  of 
Pharmacy,  accompanied  by  Mr.  John  Lethean  ((Principal), 
visited  the  gasworks  at  Paisley.  The  party  was  conducted 
over  the  works  by  Mr.  G.  Airth,  and  the  various  processes  ia 
connection  with  the  manufacture  and  pnriiication  of  coal- 
gas  ably  demonstrated.  Oil-gas  is  also  manufactured  here 
by  special  plant,  the  oil  being  sprayed  on  to  iron  plates, 
which  have  been  heated  to  a  high  tempeiatee  by  means  of 
producer-gas.  The  gas  so  produced  is  freed  from  un- 
decomposed  vapours  and  used  to  enrich  the  coal-gas.  The 
party  was  afterwards  photographed  by  Mr.  W.  Airth. 

Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  Robert  Gordon's* 
College  on  May  9,  Mr.  Charles  Simpson  (President)  in  the 
chair.  The  prizes  in  connection  with  the  evening-classes 
at  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Gordon's  College,  were  dis- 
tributed.

Messrs.  Johnston,  Clark,  and 
Giles  also  complimented  Dr.  Ogilvie  on  the  success  of  the 
pharmaceutical  department.  Dr.  Ogilvie  thanked  the  Chair- 
man for  his  references  to  his  connection  with  Gordon's 
College — a  connection  extending  over  twenty-seven  years 
He  was  very  pleased  with  the  success  of  the  pharmaceutical 
department,  and  said  there  was  already  need  for  increased 
accommodation,  which  would  be  given.  Mr.  Ellis  had  proved 
himself  a  capable  teacher,  but  the  success  of  the  school  was 
expected,  being  connected  with  Gordon's  College.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 

"La  Societe  Genlrale  de  Publiciti':  Pharma- 
CUUTiutTE"  is  the  name  of  a  company  recently  formed  in 
Paris  for  the  purpose  of  advertising,  in  any  form,  phar- 
maceutical preparations,  patent  medicine?,  mineral  waters, 
and  similar  articles.  The  share-capital  is  2C0.C00;.  (8  0001 ), 
and  M.  J.  Wucher,  the  founder,  gives  the  company  the  rights 
of  a  periodical  called  "  Bulletin  Medical  de  l'Hygiene,"  in 
consideration  of  which  he  takes  65  per  cent,  of  the  profits. 

French  Assistants  — A  committee  appointed  by  the 
Chambar  of  Deputies  to  deal  with  the  regulation  of  hours 
of  labour  in  factories,  &c,  is  at  present  sitting,  and  the 
Syndicate  of  French  Pharmacists'  Assistants  is  to  ask  it  to 
make  the  .  legal  maximum  day's  work  in  pharmacies  twelve 
hours,  ft  was  proposed  to  call  a  meeting  of  pharmacists  in 
business  and  assistants  to  discuss  the  question,  but  the 
President  of  the  Syndicate,  M.  Jocelyn  Ronert,  opposed  this 
because  it  had  been  tried  before  and  the  employers  would 
not  attend.  An  idea  is  also  on  foot  to  obtain  a  special 
diploma  for  assistants  who,  either  from  want  of  time  or 
money,  do  not  intend  to  qualify  as  pharmaciens. 

An  Interesting  Point  of  Law  was  decided  by  the 
Civil  Tribunal  at  Pontoise  recently.  The  case  turned  on  the 
sale  of  a  pharmacy  at  Le  Raincy  (a  suburb  of  Paris)  which 
i  M.  Simon  sold  three  years  ago  to  a  M.  Constantin  for 
27,000 f.  (1,080?.).  In  November  last  the  latter  disposed  of 
the  pharmacy,  at  a  profit  of  240Z ,  to  a  M.  and  Mme. 
Dacarre,  who  constituted  themselves  Dacarre  &  Co.;  but 
Simon  stepped  in  and  asked  to  have  the  sale  of  the  business 
cancelled,  as  well  as  that  between  him  and  Constantin  ; 
hence  the  lawsuit.  The  Judge  decided  that  the  transaction 
between  the  plaintiff  (Simon)  and  Constantin  held  good. 
The  question  was  then  raised  as  to  whether  M.  and  Mme. 
Ducarre  could  legally  purchase  the  pharmacy  jointly, 
although  the  husband  is  a  qualified  pharmacien.  The  Court 
decided  in  the  negative,  on  the  ground  tha1;  the  Law  of 
Germinal  Year  XI.  requires  the  proprietor  of  a  pharmacy  to 
be  a  qualified  man,  and  the  absolute  owner  of  the  business. 

French  Military  Pharmacists  — A  recent  if  sue  of  the 
Journal  Officiel  contains  the  following  statement : — "Assis- 
tant military  pharmacists  engage  to  serve  in  the  army  for  at 
least  six  years  from  the  date  of  their  nomination,  until  they 
reach  the  grade  of  assistant  pharmacist-major,  second  class. 
Prior  to  their  appointment  they  receive  1  OOOf.  (40Z.)  per 
year  (this  period  may  vary  from  one  to  three  years,  accord- 
ing to  the  aspirant's  previous  studies  before  becoming  a 
student  of  the  military  health  service).  The  student's  fees 
a  t  a  school  of  pharmacy  are  paid  by  the  War  Office,  but,  if 
he  fails  to  obtain  the  grade  of  ' assistant-major,' they  have 
to  be  reimbursed,  together  with  the  amount  of  the  annual 
stipend  paid.

back  is  being  examined  by  a  professor  in  presence  of 
number  of  doctors  and  students.  It  is  principally  interesti 
as  being  a  group  of  portraits,  typical  of  science  at  a  Fren 
hospital.  There  is  also  a  subject  for  a  ceiling,  showinj 
student  reading  in  the  foreground.  In  the  centre  Tro 
holds  a  mirror,  while  Literature,  Art,  and  Science  attend  h 
Error  is  shown  disappearing  behiod  a  cloud,  and  two  chei, 
bim  hold  a  scroll  beaiing  the  inscription  "  UnlvenltJ 
Paris."  Several  port  aits  of  professors  in  their  colour 
university  robes  are  attractive.  In  the  sculpture  galli 
there  is  an  excellent  bas-relief  by  M.  N.  Grandmaison,  typii 
of  electricity.  The  most  prominent  feature  is  that  of 
woman  seated  with  an  open  book  on  her  knees  ;  befoic  1 
are  a  kiln  and  a  turbine.

If  the  Rheims  and  Besanv 
students  all  come  to  Nancy,  it  will  probably  triple  t 
number  of  pharmacy  students  at  the  Lorrain  Unlversii 
The  objection  to  the  large  towns  comes  principally, 
appears,  from  parents  in  the  smaller  towns,  who  like  to  ke. 
their  sons  under  their  eyes.    M.  Schlagdenhauffen  afrre 
that  that  was  so.    '  Doubtless,"  he  said,  "  Nancy,  like  Pa!, 
and  other  cities,  offers  temptations  to  young  men.  > 
notice  that  building  close  by ;  that  is  a  '  home  '  conduct 
by  Catholic  priests,  where  young  fellows  who  study  at  t 
high  schools  at  Nancy  can  live  under  certain  restrictio 
and  be  looked  after.    There  was  some  talk  of  a  simil 
establishment  for  our  university  students,  but  I  do  not  qui 
see  where  the  money  is  to  come  from,  nor  what  lap1 
could  very  well  conduct  it,  although  it  would  be  only  don 
what  has  been  done  for  centuries  in  your  great  Enpl' , 
university  towns."    But  he  intimated  he  did  not  belie 
in  a  "  cotton-wool"  system  of  bringing  up  young  men.

— The  charge  against  Henry  Tate, 
nerican  negro,  for  infringing  the  Cape  Medical  and 
lacy  Act,  was  again  gone  into  at  Wynberg  Police  Court 
ril  12  and  15,  when  further  evidence  of  his  practice  was 
jsd.  Tate  himself  gave  evidence,  including  this  bit  of 
ante!  ography  :— 

-  I  ji  an  American  citizen  and  a  graduate  of  the  Western 
Rest  e  University  Medical  College,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  also  the 
Akle  Homoeopathic  College,  also  of  Cleveland.  I  am  also  from 
the  f.w  School  of  Loraine  County.  I  qualified  as  a  doctor  in 
1850'nd  have  practised  as  a  doctor  in  America,  England,  Ger- 
man West  Coast  of  Africa,  and  Port-au-Prince,  Hayti.  In  1851 
I  wa  .ppointed  surgeon  during  the  American  Civil  War  to  the 
25th:  ichigan  Regiment,  and  have  been  in  charge  of  the  Marine 
Hosflal,  Ohio,  in  1870-72,  and  the  Municipal  Homoeopathic 
Hospl  in  Cleveland.  I  am  the  inventor  of  certain  special 
medilies — for  instance,  the  "  Lightning  Liniment"— and  am  also 
know  as  the  "Woman's  Friend." 

Taten  the  course  of  his  evidence,  produced  a  letter  from 
Dr.  Ithony  which  put  a  somewhat  different  complexion  on 
theii  elations  than  that  reflected  by  our  last  report.

Eyre  to  sign  death-certificates,  or  make  one  or  two 
visit!  Defendant  further  said  that  he  had  practised  in 
Engljd  at  Liverpool.  His  uncle  there  registered  him  Mr. 
Shavaid  there  was  no  such  thing  as  legal  registration  in 
Engl  Id.  Anyone  could  practise  as  a  doctor  in  England 
untillithin  the  last  two  years.  The  Magistrate  :  Is  that  a 
fact'j-Mr.  Shaw:  That  is  so.  The  Magistrate:  I  never 
knew/ihat.  [Counsel  appears  to  have  been  mixed  greatly 
on  i;>li*h  medical  law.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible  for 
anyo  with  qualifications  such  as  Tate's  to  be  registered  in 
Engl  d— Ed.  C.  $  D.J.    Tate  was  committed  for  trial. 

GjV's  Pharmacy  Bill  —At  the  March  meeting  of  the 
Capeledical  Council  a  discussion  took  place  on  the  Phar- 
macjjiil),  which  was  initiated  by  a  communication  from 
the  larmacy  Board  referring  to  the  last  Bill  drafted  by 
the  ([vernment  (C.  $  B.,  July  2,  1898,  page  8).  In  that 
draftfie  following  clause  occurs: — 

Foihe  purposes  of  this  Act  the  word  "shop"  shall  mean 
and  i'lude  any  place  whereat  drugs  or  chemicals  other  than 
those  entioned  in  the  54th  section  of  the  said  Act  are  sold  in 
the  oi  nary  course  of  business,  but  shall  not  be  taken  to  include, 
any  fgery,  dispensary,  or  other  place  whereat  a  medical 
pract  oner  compounds,  dispenses,  or  supplies  drugs  or 
chemhls  in  the  ordinary  course  of  practice. 

The  Jarmacy  Board  wishes  to  have  the  words  in  italics 
omitti.  [The  importance  of  this  depends  upon  the  fact 
that  e  7th  clause  permits  any  medical  practitioner,  on 
paym|,t  of  the  annual  fees  to  the  Pharmacy  Board,  "to 
pact )  generally  as  a  chemist  and  druggist,"  but  "  not  to 
dispejie  medicines  prescribed  by  any  medical  practitioner 
otherjian  himself "  ;  while  the  8th  clause  requires  "  every 
shop  fiurporting  to  be  a  chemist's  shop  to  be  conducted 
nnde:  the  constant  and  personal  supervision  of  some  regis- 
teredjhemist  and  druggist."  It  follows  that  doctors'  shops 
mighpe  conducted  by  anybody.— Ed.  C.  $  B.~\  Dr.  Beck, 
^ei!8id«nt  of  the  Medical  Council,  said,  ia  respect  to 
the  P|irmacy  Board's  suggestion,  that  the  time  had  arrived 
when  be  two  Boards  should  confer.  Dr.  Greathead  said 
there  as  a  difference  between  a  doctor's  dispensary  and  a 
chem's  shop:  doctors  did  not  sell  hair-brushes.  The

™*e  p  their  medicines  according  to  the  British  Pbarma- 
copoe  unless  the  medical  practitioner  otherwise  directs):— 

tinnTCiJeitlla,t  !t  sha11  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  by  proclama- 
aath        J0,nt  advice  of  the  Council  and  the  Board,  to 
0  e  such  alterations  in  the  preparations  mentioned  therein 


as  may  be  found  necessary  to  meet  the  special  climatic  conditions 
of  this  colony. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  also  wish  that  the  proprie'ary-medic'ne 
labelling  clause  and  the  proposed  poisons  schedule  should 
be  omitted.  It  was  agreed  that  copies  of  the  Bill  should  be 
supplied  to  the  members. 

Transvaal  Pharmacy. — A  special  general  meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  South  African  Republic 
was  held  at  theGoldfields  Hotel,  Johannesburg,  on  Thursday, 
April  13,  to  consider  the  draft  Pharmacy  Bill  which  the 
Council  had  prepared  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Reitz,  the 
State  Secretary.    There  was  an  excellent  attendance,  fully 
forty  members  being  present.    Mr.  R.  Butters,  President  of 
the  Society,  was  in  the  chair,  and  gave  a  graphic  account  of 
the  interview  with  Mr.  Reitz,  who  at  first  commenced  to 
take  notes;  but  after  they  had  shown  him  how  absurd  the 
Poisons  Law  was,  Mr.  Reitz  tore  up  his  notes,  and  said,  "  It  is 
no  use  trying  to  tinker  up  the  old  law.    We  had  better 
have  a  new  one  altogether."  Mr.  Butters  concluded  by  stating 
that  the  State  Secretary  agreed  that  the  Cape  Act  was"  a 
good  basis  to  go  upon,  and  the  committee  had,  since  the 
interview,  thoroughly  considered  that  Act  and  made  several 
alterations.    A  member  inquired  whether  the  examination 
was  to  be  in  English  or  Dutch.    The  President  replied  that 
at  present  the  examination  at  Pretoria  could  be  held  in  any 
of  four  languages  that  the  candidate  liked  —  English, 
German,  French,  or  Dutch — but  he  must  also  have  a  con- 
versational knowledge  of  low  Dutch.     As  regards  new- 
comers, however,  the  Pharmacy  Board  would  have  to  accept 
the  diplomas  of  any  recognised  body  of  examiners.  In 
answer  to  a  further  question,  the  President  explained  that  it 
was  only  those  who  went  up  to  be  examined  who  required  to 
know  Dutch.    Mr.  Glaeser  said  that  at  present  only  about 
half  a  dozen  simple  questions  were  put  in  Dutch.  The 
Secretary  (Mr.  A.  S.  Smith)  then  read  the  draft  law,  and 
the  various  clauses  were  discussed  seriatim.    The  principal 
provisions  are  (1)  that  the  Medical  Board  of  the  Z.A.R.  shall 
cease  to  have  anything  to  do  with  chemists  and  druggists, 
and  their  power  will  be  vested  in  a  body  to  be  styled  the 
"  Pharmacy  Board,"  which  shall  consist  of  five  chemists  and 
druggists,  of  whom  one  shall  be  nominated  by  the  President, 
and  four  shall  be  elected  by  the  chemists  and  druggists. 
(2)  Candidates  for   examination   must   be  21  years  of 
age,  and  have  served  as  apprentice  for  three  years  to  any 
regularly  licensed  chemist  and  druggist.    (3)  Any  person 
holding  a  certificate  or  diploma  of  competency  as  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  or  as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  from  any 
college,  society,  or  board  recognised  by  the  Beard,  may  be 
licensed  without  further  examination.    (4)  Women  are  to 
be  admitted.    (5)  Anyone  using  the  name  or  title  of  chemist 
and  druggist  without  being  registered  renders  himself  liable 
to  certain  penalties    (6)  Poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  may  only  be  sold  by  a  licensed  apothecary,  or  chemist 
and  druggist,  or  the  indentured  apprentice,  or  bond- fide  paid 
assistant  of  such  apothecary  or  chemist  and  druggist,  special 
exceptions  being  made  in  favour  of  importers  and  general 
dealers,  upon  obtaining  a  certificate  of  recommendation  from 
the  Landrost.    Several  of  the  sections  gave  rise  to  discus- 
sion, but  few  material  alterations  were  made    The  adjust- 
ment of  the  schedules  of  poisons  was  left  to  the  committee, 
who  were  heartily  thanked  for  the  energetic  manner  ia 
which  they  had  acted  in  the  matter.    At  the  close  of  the 
meeting  the  members  of  the  committee  present  —  viz , 
Messrs.  Butters  (President),  H  Trembath,  E.  J.  Adcock,  A.  E. 
Adams,  F.  E.  Turner,  C.  Martlen,  F.  W.  Dukes,  T.  0.  C. 
Glaeser  (Pretoria),  and  the  Hon.  Secretary — sat  to  finish  the 
schedule  of  poisons     The  Cape  schedule  (which  closely 
resembles  the  British)  was  altered  by  taking  chloroform1, 
morphia  and  its  salts,  chloral  hydrate  and  its  preparations, 
and  preparations  of  corrosive  sublimate  from  Part  II.  and 
putting  them  into  Part  I.,  so  that  they  will  have  to  be 
signed  for.    Tartar  emetic  was,  after  some  discussion, 
removed  from  Part  I  to  Part  II.,  chiefly  because  it  is  much 
required  in  veterinary  practice.    The  reason  for  putting 
chloroform  in  Part  I.  was  that  burglars  are  using  it  rather 
freely  in  the  Transvaal  at  present.     It  is  confidently  ex- 
pected that  the  draft  will  soon  become  law,  notwithstanding 
an  acrimonious  correspondence  in  the  Johannesburg  papers 
regarding  the  easy  way  in  which  some  people  have  got 
through  the  present  Pretoria  examination.

#roup.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  the  Registrar 
(Mr.  A.  E  Webster)  urged  upon  the  members  the  desirability 
of  having  a  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association  in  West 
Australia',  a*  there  were  many  matters  more  suitable  for  such 
a  body  to  deal  with  than  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
such,  for  instance,  as  the  regulation  of  the  notice  which 
should  be  given  to  terminate  an  engagement  between  em- 
ployer and  employ  6, 

Victoeian  Pharmacy.—  The  annual  report  of  the  Phar- 
macy Board  of  Victoria  states  that  during  1898  168 
candidates  entered  for  the  Preliminary  examination — the 
largest  on  record — and  75  passed.  A  total  of  702  candidates 
'have  passed  since  1880.    For  the   Final  examination  56 

entered  and  19  passed,  or  32  per  cent  much  below  the 

average;  425  have  entered  for  the  examination  since  1883, 
and  245,  or  nearly  58  per  cent.,  have  passed.  Eighteen 
pharmaceutical  chemists  were  added  to  the  register  during 
the  year,  the  smallest  number  since  the  register  commenced 
(except  in  1897,  when  it  was  13) ;  1  224  registrations  have 
been  made  since  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  established.  Since 
1879,  260  have  been  registered  as  haviner  passed  the  Final, 
and  67  the  Modified  examination  of  Victoria;  140  under 
certificates  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  16  under  the  certificate  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  14  qualified  by  foreign  diplomas,  and 
119  by  virtue  of  having  been  in  business  at  or  before  the 
passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  The  others  registered  before 
1879  were  mainly  on  the  last-named  qualification.  The 
register  at  the  end  of  1893  contained  803  names,  showing 
that  421  have  been  removed  by  death  or  for  other  reasons. 
The  Preliminary  examination  has  been  under  discussion,  and 
it  has  been  decided  to  add  algebra  as  far  as  simple 
equations,  and  Euclid  as  far  as  the  first  book,  to  the  exami- 
nation, after  January  1,  1900. 

Reciprocity  is  not  yet  dead,  and  with  the  approach  of 
intercolonial  federation  the  hope  of  there  being  one  pharma- 
ceutical qualification  covering  the  whole  of  Australasia  is 
practically  a  certainty.  The  CD.  A.  hints  that  one  qualifica- 
tion may  not  be  necessary,  so  long  as  there  is  one  standard 
for  registration.  The  apothecary  (L  S.A.)  may  be  found  in 
the  specialists'  street,  next  door  to  the  M.D.  Lond.  ;  both 
are  good  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  and  the  law  does  not  mind 
at  how  great  a  height  the  M.D.  looks  down  upon  the  L.S.A. 
i  So  may  it  be  in  Australian  pharmacy.  We  hope  so.  Those 
who  think  their  certificate  is  the  best  naturally  urge  their 
standard  as  the  only  possible.  They  will  have  to  give  way, 
and  with  the  others  strike  a  happy  medium  for  acceptance 
as  the  irreducible  minimum,  just  as  the  General  Medical 
Council  of  Grea1".  Britain  was  called  into  being  to  do.  Speak- 
ing at  the  annual  banquet  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
New  South  Wales  in  Sjdney  on  March  21,  in  giving  the 
toast  of  the  evening,  Mr.  Henry  Thompson  (S.  Maw,  Son  & 
Thompson)  showed  how  the  lack  of  Australian  federation 
strikes  a  stranger,  by  saying,  "One  thing  had  struck  him  in 
travelling  about,  and  that  was  the  remarkable  fact  that  a 
man  who  was  qualified  to  do  business  in  one  colony  was  not 
qualified  in  the  others.  He  believed  that  there  was  reci- 
procity between  some  of  the  colonies,  and  he  looked  forward 
to  the  day  when  the  man  who  was  qualified  in  one  colony 
would  be  qualified  in  all."  This  was  received  with  hearty 
applause  (note,  in  Sydney),  yet  the  Victorian  Board  of 
Pharmacy  put  it  on  record  in  their  annual  report  that  "the 
Sydney  Executive  would  seem  to  regard  the  question  with 
indifference."  Perhaps  this  is  not  astonishing,  when  we  learn 
from  the  same  report  tfcat  "the  chief  difficulty  in  extending 
reciprocity  lies  in  the  absence  of  an  adequate  compulsory 
curriculum  applicable  to  the  whole  of  the  Empire."

For  many  years  there  has  been  doubt  as  to  how  this  si Id 
be  classified,  as  indigo  itself  is  free  from  duty  while  arti  »' 
dyes  have  to  pay  30  per  cent.  duty.    The  New  Eop  >d 
Drysalters  Club,  New  England,  protested  against  arti  »' 
indigo  being  admitted  duty  free,  and  the  Treasury  De  v 
ment  in  July  last  decided  that  it  should  pay  30  per  * 
duty.    This  was  only  to  give  the  importers  the  opporti  7 
of  getting  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  General  Appraise  >n 
the  matter.    The  Board  have  gone  thoroughly  into  it,  '' 
have  taken  expert  opinion.

Altter  from  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Cor- 
pora >n  of  Dublin  enclosed  the  following  report,  which  had 
beer  bade  to  them  by  Sir  Charles  Cameron,  Superintendent 
Mediil  Officer  of  Health  and  Executive  Sanitary  Officer  :  — 

Gl  CLEMEN, — I  have  read  over  the  paper  on  the  subject  of 
poisili  and  their  sale,  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Dowries,  President  of  the 
PliaiLceutical  Society  of  Ireland.  The '  subject  is  very  im- 
port*, but  it  is  one  which  ought  to  be  dealt  with  in  a  general, 
and  It  a  local,  Act.  Mr.  Downes' s  recommendations  seem  to  be 
exoe|at  ones.  I  think  the  only  action  which  the  committee 
coul( kke  in  the  matter  is  to  express  approval  of  the  following 
recoibendations  of  Mr.  Downes,  which  approval  might  be  com- 
munlted  to  the  Premier  for  consideration,  should  any  new 
legis  ion  in  reference  to  the  sale  of  poisons  be  introduced.

of  courtesy  the  Association  had  sent  them  curt  letters,  and! 
he  did  not  think  the  Council  could  now  do  anything  else 
than  inform  them  that  they  could  not  any  longer  allow  them 
to  have  the  use  of  their  rooms.  The  Association  had  applied 
to  them  for  the  use  of  their  rooms,  and  they  gave  them  with 
free  fire,  light,  and  attendance;  and,  so  Jar  as  he  knew, 
every  member  of  the  Council  had  been  willing  to  help  them. 
He  was  sorry  this  matter  had  not  come  before  a  general 
meeting  of  the  Association,  because  he  believed  that  some  of 
its  members  were  not  in  favour  of  the  course  that  was  being 
pursued.  He  moved  :  "That  the  Council  with  much  regret 
withdraw  the  use  of  their  rooms  from  the  Iii»h  Pharma- 
cists' As=istants'  Association  on  account  of  the  discourteous 
letters  received  from  the  President  and  Honorary  Secretary 
of  that  Association  in  reference  to  the  use  by  it  of  the  title 
'  Irish  Pharmacists'  Association.' " 

Mr.  Bebnabd  said  the  Assistants'  Association  did  not 
seem  to  grasp  the  extent  of  the  injury  that  might  result  from 
a  body  which  included  unqualified  persons  amongst  it» 
members  being  allowed  to  assume  the  title  in  question.  He 
did  not  go  so  far  as  Mr.  Wells  in  thinking  that  the  Associa- 
tion ought  to  be  required  to  leave  the  Society's  rooms,  for  he 
hoped  that  some  method  would  be  found  of  making  it  clear 
to  them  that  they  had  no  right  to  use  the  title.  It  was  no 
doubt  hard  to  approach  them  after  the  extraordinary  letters 
they  had  written. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  he  understood  they  complained  of  a  letter 
sent  to  them  from  the  Council  which  seemed  to  "  command  " 
them.  At  his  request  the  correspondence  between  the  Council 
and  the  Assistants'  Association  was  read,  and  Dr  Walsh  then 
said  he  failed  to  see  anything  of  an  inflammatory  character  in 
the  letters  of  the  Council.  He  would  now  leave  the  matter 
entirely  in  the  bands  of  the  Council.  A  proof  that  the 
assumed  title  was  misleading  was  to  be  found  in  the  fact 
that  an  invoice  for  something  done  for  the  Assistants' 
Association  had  come  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Gbindley  seconded  Mr.  Wells's  motion  with  great 
regret.

scandal  that  persons  unqualified  and  incriminated  may  open  shop 
and  transact  the  business  and  use  the  titles  of  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  druggist;  and  of  fulfilling  the 
promise  of  the  Government  that  it  would  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as 
it  could  be  dealt  with  for  the  whole  of  the  United  Kingdom,,     ■  - 

Other  business  having  been  disposed  of,  the  Council- 
adjourned. 

The  National  Association  of  Gbocers'  Assistants 
has  recently  formed  a  parliamentary  committee  for  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  its  influence  in  the  House  of 
Commons.

He  had  not  done  so  long,  when,  much 
to  his  astonishment,  he  saw  one  of  the  blackies  deliberately 
pick  up  the  cake  of  Pears'  soap,  smell  it,  and  then  eat  it  up 
with  apparent  relish. — (257/9).  —

LAST  week's  meeting  was  not  fully  attended,  but  was 
one  of  the  most  interesting  meetings  which  have 
recently  been  held  in  Burlington  House.  There  was  a  fall 
front  bench  of  Councillors  who  had  come  to  hear,  doubtless, 
that  rare  visitor,  Professor  H.  B  Dixon,  of  Manchester,  who 
never  fails  to  amuse,  and  does  not  come  to  London  without 
something  fresh.  On  this  occasion  he  had  three  papers, 
and  earnestly  tried  to  give  the  gist  of  one  only ;  that 
failing,  tried  to  lump  them,  but  tne  President  insisted  on 
haviDg  them  one  by  one.    The  first  was  on  the 

Combustion  of  Carbon  Bisulphide. 

There  is  much  difference  of  opinion  as  to  when  carbon 
bisulphide  begins  to  burn.  Professor  Dixon  and  Mr.  E  J. 
Russell  made  a  lot  of  experiments,  passing  the  vapour 
through  a  tubs  surrounded  by  an  oil-bath,  and  found  that 
it  does  not  ignite  much  below  232°  C.  Before  it  ignites 
the  vapour  phosphoresces  beautifully.  Carbon  bisulphide  is 
very  stable,  even  when  exploded  with  oxygen,  for  some 
remains  in  the  mixture  after  that — the  products  of  com- 
bustion being  chiefly  carbon  monoxide  and  carbon  oxy- 
sulphide  a  brown  and  very  sticky  substance.  There  is  no 
carbon  deposited,  but  under  certain  conditions  sulphur  is. 

The  discussion  was  interesting.  Profes-or  Tilden  began  it 
by  asking  what  is  meant  by  "  igniting-point."  He  thought 
that  was  chiefly  a  question  of  surface  (with  which  Professor 
Dixon  agreed)  and  oxygen.  Mr.  Vernon  Harcourt  remarked 
■upon  the  exceeding  difficulty  there  is  in  consuming  sulphur, 
which  passes  through  flame  unchanged — a  property  also 
possessed  by  its  low  compounds.  Dr  Wynne  said  the  late 
Mr.  Eodgers  had  identified  the  brown  sticky  substance  as 
<LS3,  and  Professor  Smithells  mentioned  that  carbon 
bisulphide  in  burning  does  not  show  the  carbon  spectrum. 
The  President  (Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe)  is  one  of  those  who  say 
that  carbon  is  deposited  when  carbon  bisulphide  is  exploded, 
and  he  gave  chapter  and  verse  for  that  by  relating  how, 
in  attempting  to  get  a  supply  of  the  C,S3  by  keeping 
metallic  sodium  or  potassium  in  carbon  bisulphide,  the 
method  failed,  because  the  metal  became  coated  with  the 
gummy  substance.  He  therefore  used  a  fluid  alloy  of  sodium, 
hoping  to  expose  fresh  surface  by  shaking.  The  first  time  he 
shook  the  bisulphide  it  exploded,  and  his  hand  was  severely 
burnt  and  coated  with  carbon,  which  he  proved.  "  But  you 
have  no  evidence  that  the  carbon  did  not  come  from  your 
skin,"  rejoined  Professor  Dixon,  who  next  proceeded  to 
answer  the  question, 

Does  K,03  Exist  ? 

Some  say  it  dees  not.  Professor  Ramsay  was  the  first 
to  say  so  Professor  Dixon  and  Mr  J.  D.  Peterkin  took 
the  matter  up  on  the  classic  lines — i  c ,  by  bringing 
together  NO  and  NO.,,  and  noting  the  physical  results. 
The  experiments  were  laborious,  and  were  graphically 
described  by  Professor  Dixon,  who  concluded  from  the 
contraction  which  takes  place  that  N203  is  formed.  Professor 
Rimaay  congratulated  him,  and  was  followed  by  Professor 
Dewar,  who  described  one  of  bis  vacuum  experiments  in 
which  dry  air  was  passed  over  an  electric  arc  and  down  a 
tube  9  inches  in  diameter  and  3  feet  long.  He  observed  that 
the  sarface  of  the  tube  showed  a  lovely  phosphorescence, 
which  he  took  to  be  due  to  ozone;  tested  and  found  no 
ozone  there  ;  but  on  cooling  he  obtained  bluish  liquid  air, 
which  on  filtering  was  colourless  because  a  bluish  suostance 
was  left  ou  the  filter,  and  this  he  proved  to  be  N„03.  Mr. 
Harcourt  also  pointed  out  that  in  removing  nitrogen  from 
air  by  sparking  with  oxygen  the  amount  of  oxygen  required 
is  always  nearest  that  for  Nv03  Professor  Ramsay  here 
explained  that  what  he  had  doubted  was  the  existence  of 
N,03  as  a  gas.  They  all  knew  that  liquid  N.,03  exists,  but 
wnen  it  boils  the  gas  produced,  though  yielding  on  analysis 
N,  and  0,,  may  not  contain  the  molecules  N203.  Professor 
Tilden  the  reii  pon  remarked  that  Professor  Dixo  u's  experiments 
established  the  fact,  to  his  mind,  that  in  the  products  of 
dissociation  of  nitrogen  trioxide  N.,03  exists.  "Exactly  the 
T>oinf .."  said  Professor  Dixon,  who  then  proceeded  to  show  in 
a  thhrJ.  paper  that 


When  Carbon  Burns 

with  the  aid  of  oxygen  it  goes  at  once  into  carbon  monoxlc 
and  although  this  gas  mxy  burn  into  carbon  dioxide  there 
always  some  monoxide  left  unburnt.  He  gave  ample  expe: 
mental  proof  of  this,  but  the  meeting  did  not  quite  reali 
the  point  until  Professor  Clowe-  had  spoken  in  support  of 
Professor  Dixon  bad  promised  to  take  two  minutes  for  ti 
first  paper,  three  for  the  second,  and  one  for  the  third ;  b 
the  long  hand  of  the  clock  was  half-way  on  its  second  rour 
when  the  President  thanked  him. 

Crystalline  Glycollic  Aldehyde.

It  may 
recalled  that  the  employmentot  neutral  phenolicsalts  of  aci 
such  as  phenyl  salicylate,  or  salol,  C6H((OH).CO0(0„ll 
for  internal  antisepsis,  was  originally  suggested  by  Neon 
who  conceived  the  idea  that  such  a  product  would  pass  lj 
stomach  unchanged,  but  be  hjdrolysed  in  the  alkal 
contents  of  the  intestines  into  phenol  and  salicylic  ac 
Dr.  Schryver's  paper  described  the  preparation  of  a  1 
stable  series  of  compounds  which  remain  unchanged  in  I 
presence  of  dilute  acids,  but  are  very  readily  bydrolysed 
alkalis.  These  bodies  are  formed  by  the  action  of  1 
sodium  salt  of  a  phenol  on  the  anhydride  of  an  orga 
dibasic  acid,  which  bodies  react  on  one  another  according 
the  following  general  equation  : —

between  the  optical  and  pigmental  colours.  Pi  inters'  ink 
was  very  active  owing  to  the  presence  of  linseed  oil,  but  the 
ink  used  by  different  newspapers  varied  very  much.  A  slide 
was  projected  on  the  screen,  which  showed  side  by  side  im- 
pressions made  by  three  pieces  of  newspapers,  the  one  show- 
ing most  distinctly  being  from  the  Westminster  Gazette,  the 
subject  of  the  piece  of  that  paper  shown  being  an  advertise- 
ment of  Elliman's  Royal  Embrocation.  The  action,  the 
lecturer  has  found,  takes  place  through  gelatin,  celluloid, 
goldbeaters'  skin,  guttapercha  tissue,  andalbumenised  paper, 
and  amoDg  the  substances  which  were  opaque  to  it  were 
paraffin- wax  and  writing-ink.  The  property  possessed  by 
writing  ink  was  retained  even  when  the  writing  has  almost 
faded  away  with  age. 

Fifty  years  ago  Moser,  when  experimenting  with  similar 
properties  of  metals,  propounded  a  theory  of  "  dark-light,"  but 
the  lecturer  said  from  experiments  he  had  made  it  was  due 
to  peroxide  cf  hydrogen.  The  set  of  metals  found  to  be 
active  seemed  at  first  sight  a  job  lot,  but  they  are  just  the 
metals  which  cause  the  formation  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen, 
and  terpenes  it  was  well  known  produced  peroxide  of  hydro- 
gen by  oxidation  in  moist  air.  Dr.  Russell  then  exhibited 
slides  showing  the  action  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen  which 
took  place  even  when  very  dilute  solutions  were  used. 
Blotting-paper  wetted  with  a  weak  solution  of  peroxide  of 
hydrogen  and  dried  was  still  active.  Such  sheets  were  used 
by  the  lecturer,  as  well  as  slabs  of  plaster  of  Paris  made  by- 
mixing  the  plaster  with  a  weak  solution  of  peroxide  of 
hydrogen.  The  clue  to  this  action  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen 
was  given  by  an  endeavour  to  prevent  zinc  acting  on  a  plate 
by  coating  the  zinc  with  copal  varnish  ;  it  did  not  prevent 
action,  but  much  increased  it,  and  led  him  to  suspect  the 
oxidation  of  the  turpentine  of  the  varnish. 


flDtManfc  pharmaceutical 
association. 


THE  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
May  3  at  the  Great  Western  Hote',  Bij-iniDgbam, 
Mr.  J.  A.  Poole  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  report 
detailed  the  year's  work,  most  of  which  has  appeared  in  the 
C.  Jy  D.  One  important  and  hitherto  unrecorded  subject 
was  the  institution  of  classes  at  Mason  University  College. 
At  the  request  of  Mr.  John  Barclay,  Professor  Hillhouse 
attended  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Association, 
and  went  to  considerable  trouble  to  show  the  advantages 
which  the  student  of  pharmacy  would  reap  by  attending 
systematic  teaching  of  the  kind  obtainable  at  that  college. 
He  also  gave  an  outline  of  how  the  college  could  meet  the 
requirements  of  students  at  fees  within  the  compass  of 
their  means,  provided  the  Senate  felt  justified  in  taking  up 
the  matter.  The  Couocil  appointed  a  sub-committpe,  con- 
sisting of  the  President  and  Messrs.  A.  Southal),  J.  Barclay, 
and  F.  J.  Gibson,  to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  negotiations 
are  now  in  progress  with  a  sub  committee  of  the  Senate. 
The  idea  is  to  have  in  Birmingham  a  school  like  that  which 
exists  in  Bloomsbury  Square.  The  report  announced  au 
increase  in  members  since  October  last.  The  financial 
statement  showed  a  small  surplus. 

The  Chairman  moved,  and  Mr.  Jarvis  seconded,  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report,  which  was  carried,  after  some  remarks 
from  Mr.  Thompson,  Mr.  Alcock,  and  Mr.  John  Barclay. 

The  Annual  Dinneb 

of  the  Association  followed  the  meeting.*'  Mr.  Poole  pre- 
sided, and  among  the  guests  were  Dr.  Martin  Young,  Dr. 
Felix  Vinrace,  and  Dr.  Leadham  Green. 

After  dinner,  Dr.  Leadham  Green  proposed  tbe  toast  of 
"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  which,  he  said,  with  its 
branches  throughout  the  country,  performed  a  most  useful 
and  valuable  work,  both  scientifically  and  socially. 

Dr.  Paul,  in  responding,  claimed  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  that  it  had  lifted  the  practice  of  pharmacy  out  of 
the  bog  into  which  it  descended  when  its  legitimate  prac- 
titioners (the  old  apothecaries)  abandoned  it  to  become 
medical  men.  Poarmacy  at  that  time  sank  into  a  slough  of 
despond,  and  became  the  prey  of  a  very  miscellaneous 
group  of  persons,  and  out  of  that  the  Society  SBCceeded^in 
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lifting'  it.  In  1868,  as  the  result  of  an  unfortunate 
compromise,  the  recognised  qualification,  which  had 
previously  been  voluntary,  was  reduced  to  the  Society's 
standard  for  an  assistant,  and  from  that  time  there 
had  been  a  considerable  retrogression  in  the  position 
of  those  engaged  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  One  of 
the  most  striking  instances  of  that  retrogression  was 
afforded  by  the  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords,  when 
twenty  years  ago  seme  half-dozen  learned  lords  came  to  the 
strange  conclusion  that  as  a  compaoy  could  not  be  qualified 
they  might  practise  pharmacy  without  a  qualification.  That 
extraordinary  decision  ought  to  have  been  fought  at  the 
time — (bear,  hear) — by  appealing  for  an  amended  Bill,  ft 
lay  at  the  door  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society — not  the 
institution  located  in  London,  but  the  Society  consisting  of 
some  thousands  of  men  throughout  the  country — that  they 
■had  neglected  to  assert  their  rights  and  define  their  posi- 
tion. The  Pharmacy  Bill  now  before  the  House  of  Lords 
was  most  ridiculous,  and  must  be  fought  by  the  whole  of 
the  trade. 

Mr.  A.  Southall  also  replied,  saying  he  had  now  only 
about  a  fortnight  to  live  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  it 
was  sad  to  have  to  make  this  last  speech.  Now  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  becoming  so  strong — it  was 
half  as  powerful  again  as  it  was  before  the  present  President 
came  into  power — surely  they  ought  to  be  able  to  do  some- 
thing.' The  Bill  now  before  the  House  of  Lords  had  been 
talked  of  a  good  deal  throughout  the  country,  but  since  its 
first  reading  they  had  heard  nothing  about  it  Possibly  the 
Lord  Chancellor  had  heard  a  good  deal  of  what  chemists 
had  had  to  say,  and  had  not  thought  it  wise  to  bring  the 
Bill  forward  for  a  second  reading.  At  present  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  were  satisfied  with  being  prepared  to  fight 
the  Bill  when  it  came  before  the  House  of  Commons,  if  it 
ever  reached  there.  Some  of  their  friends  thought  they 
ought  to  tight  it  in  the  Lords,  but  the  Council  were  pretty 
unanimous  that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  do  that.  In  the 
House  of  Hommors  they  had  friends  and  a  good  deal  of 
power,  and  when  the  Bill  arrived  in  that  House  they  would 
.surely  be  able  to  defeat  it.  Gladstone  gave  them  credit, 
when  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  visited  him  at 
Hawarden,  of  being  troublesome  and  persistent  people ; 
personally,  he  hoped  they  would  always  be  entitled  to  be  so 
described. 

Mr.  J.  Spilsbury  proposed  "  The  Medical  and  Dental 
Professions,"  for  which  Dr.  Felix  Vinrace  replied.  In  the 
course  of  his  speech  he  said  these  professions  very  closely 
approached  that  of  the  pharmacist,  so  much  so  that  it  was 
difficult  to  define  the  line  of  demarcation  between  them. 
In  the  course  of  his  speech  he  alluded  to  the  allegations  of 
secret  commission  being  paid  by  chemists  to  medical  men. 
Medical  men,  he  said,  were  often  asked  whether  they  could 
•recommend  any  particular  chemist.  He  approached  this  sub- 
ject reluctantly,  since  the  medical  profession  had  to  some 
extent  been  challenged  by  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
cnerce.  In  prescribing  an  important  and  powerful  remedy, 
he  said,  a  doctor  did  not  feel  that  his  responsibility  had 
completely  ended  when  his  patient  left  his  consulting-room 
with  the  prescription.  It  was  always  a  source  of  satisfac- 
tion for  him  to  know  that  the  patient  would  fall  into  the 
hands  of  a  chemist  in  whom  the  utmost  confidence  could  be 
placed,  and,  happily,  the  vast  majority  of  the  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  were  men  of  that  description.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Elliott,  L  D.S.,  also  acknowledged  the  toast.  Mr.  G. 
E.  Perry  proposed  "  Kindred  Associations,''  which  was 
coupled  with  the  name  of  Mr.  Cox,  who  represented  the 
Assistants'  Society. 


Home-made  Mabmalade  is  a  side-line  which  Mr.  8. 
Ell,  chemist,  Dunster,  cultivates  apparently  with  success. 
In  his  handbill  about  it  he  says :  "I  save  no  trouble  or  ex- 
pense to  procure  a  genuine  article  that  is  pure,  wholesome, 
and  delicious,  and  the  result  has  been  that  I  have  had  more 
•orders  for  it  than  I  could  supply." 

The  Practitioner's  viewjof  commissions  to  medical  men  is 
a  trifle  severe.  "  There  are  black  sheep  in  every  fold/'  says 
our  contemporary,  "  and  if  thera  are  among  us  professional 
abortion-mongers  and  men  who — for  a  consideration — will 
write  false  certificates,  it  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  there 
are  some  who  are  not  above  taking  a  commission."

Jmary31.  Meanwhile  there  had  been  a  few  inell'ectual 
aampts  to  push  along  the  Belfast  programme  of  the 
lierationof  Chemists' Associations,  which  had  suggested 

I I  local  associations  should  consider  ths  whole  question  of 
c  apany-trading  as  it  affects  the  legitimate  interests  of 
r  istered  chemists,  and  the  protection  of  the  public  safety 
aied  at  in  the  Pharmacy  Acts  ;  also  that  an  effort  should 
tmade  to  formulate  some  definite  line  of  policy  on  which 
af  registered  chemists  should  agree  to  act.  It  was  the 
liantion  of  the  Federation  to  collect  the  resolutions  passed 
o  that  matter,  sort  them,  and  send  them  to  the  Pharma- 
c  tical  Council  for  consideration.  Tnis  appeared  to  be  too 
s  iv  a  process  for  the  chemists  in  a  section  of  Lancashire 
6  :erent  from  that  in  which  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation 


resides.  So  Blackburn  did  the  sorting  in  its  own  way,  the 
rest  of  the  pharmaceutical  world  wondered  but  acquiesced, 
with  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  policy,  which  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  calmly  accepted.  The  result  is  deplored 
and  recent  history.  Having  said  all  that  could  be  said  on 
that  subject,  and  looking  round  to  see  whom  they  might 
devour,  some  associations  and  individuals  fell  upon  the 
C.  4'  D-i  which  had  not  thought  it  likely  that  the  Lord 
Chancellor  would  view  things  through  the  same  telescope  as> 
Mr.  Lord  Gilford.  It  has  been  very  pretty  play,  and  we 
have  enjoyed  it,  but  there  remains  a  Pharmacy  Bill,  drafted 
by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  to  be  got  out  of  the  way.  That  with 
its  twin  brother,  the  Companies  (Medical  Profession)  Bill, 
and  the  poisons  regulations  are  the  net  results  of  the  winter 
session  on  the  political  side.  Politics  have  almost  ursurped 
the  old  papers  and  discussions  in  the  last  three  months, 
but  on  the  whole,  as  we  have  said,  the  technical  side 
was  not  below  the  average,  and  there  is  also  to  be 
reckoned  another  direct  product  of  the  winter  session  of 
1898-99 — the  social  and  trade  influences  which  can  be 
exerted  by  local  associations.  Nearly  everyone  has  done 
something  in  the  former  line,  Liverpool  celebrating  its 
jubilee,  and  a  few — notably,  Plymouth  and  Edinburgh — have 
attended  to  the  local  needs  of  their  members  in  a  way  which, 
should  encourage  others  to  pay  more  attention  to  such  sub- 
jects as  railway  rates,  medicine-stamp  questions,  apprentices, 
and  tunes  of  that  kind  which  brass  bands  do  not  play. 

The  Council  Election. 

The  following  curious  circular  has  been  sent  to  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society : — ■ 

To  the  Electors, 

It  occurs  to  us  that  at  the  present  juncture  it  would  be  nothing 
less  than  suicidal  for  the  members  of  the  Society  to  sacrifice  their 
best  interests  to  a  mere  desire  for  a  change ;  and  whilst  we  do 
not  doubt  for  one  moment  that  the  introduction  of  new  blood  into 
the  Council  will  have  beneficial  results,  we  think  it  behoves  all 
earnest  well-wishers  of  the  Society  to  see  that  in  the  scramble  for 
places  we  do  not  lose  the  invaluable  services  of  some  of  the  very 
champions  of  our  cause. 

Without,  for  an  instant,  presuming  to  dictate  to  our  fellow- 
electors,  we  would  respectfully,  yet  earnestly,  urge  them  to  record

It  would  be  ungracious  not  to  be  grateful  to  the  gentlemen 
who  so  kindly  come  forward  "at  the  present  juncture"  to 
give  their  less-informed  brethren  the  benefit  of  their  advice. 
But  perhaps  the  best  proof  of  our  thankfulness  is  to  ask 
for  more.  Messrs.  Woolley,  Kemp,  Gifford,  Eardley,  and 
Bolton  use  strong  language.  They  have  either  said  too 
much  or  not  enough.  To  tell  us  that  the  defeat  of  Mr. 
Carteighe,  Mr.  Harrison,  Mr.  Park,  or  Mr.  Young  would  be 
"  nothing  less  than  a  disaster  "  is  to  use  words  which  it  is 
prudent  to  reserve  for  special  occasions.  What  if  all  the 
four  should  fall  ?  The  English  language  would  be  hardly 
adequate  to  such  a  calamity.  It  is  only  tantalising  to  tell  us 
of  the  invaluable  services  which  the  candidates  named  have 
rendered;  but  what  are  they?  The  secret  methods  in 
which  the  Council  has  been  doing  its  work  of  late  years  pre- 
vent our  knowing  the  comparative  merits  of  its  individual 
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members,  bat  these  Manchester,  Sheffield,  and  Nottingham 
sages  would  seem  to  have  some  means  of  knowing  what  is 
hidden  from  the  rest  of  us.  Mr.  Carteighe's  "  invaluable 
services"  are  on  record.  We  do  not  wish  to  depreciate  them, 
but  we  may  remark  that  they  include  his  obstinate  refusal  in 
1890,  when  he  was  advocating  a  Pharmacy  Acts  Amend- 
ment Bill,  to  admit  to  it  any  clause  referring  to  companies 
and  his  persistent  sneers  at  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.  But,, 
putting  him  aside  for  the  moment,  what  do  we  know  of  the 
Council-work  of  Mr.  Harrison,  Mr.  Park,  and  Mr.  Young  ? 
In  what  respect  have  they  served  us  better  than  Mr.  Battle, 
Mr.  Harrington,  and  Mr.  Southall  ?  These  three  are  also 
retiring  members  of  Council  who  are  candidates,  and  we  do 
not  know  what  is  the  principle  of  selection  on  which  the 
first  three  are  recommended  and  the  other  three  ignored. 
What  we  know  besides  is  that  all  the  seven  voted  for  the 
"  Suggestions,"  and  thereby  gave  us  the  measure  of  their 
statesmanship. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  has  issued  an  address  to  electors 
epitomising  his  views  as  follows  : — Strenuous  opposition  to 
the  Lord  Chancellor's  Bills.  Promotion  of  legislation  pro- 
tecting the  rights  of  registered  persons.  Improved  organisa- 
tion of  the  local-secretary  system.  He  claims  that  as  a  purely 
retail  chemist,  with  a  considerable  experience  of  both  town 
and  country  business,  he  has  some  knowledge  of  the  diffi- 
culties and  necessities  of  the  retail  trade,  and  hopes  that  the 
fact  of  being  a  resident  in  London  will  operate  in  his  favour, 
seeing  that  a  large  amount  of  Parliamentary  and  other  detail 
work  of  an  important  character  must  be  carried  out  by 
London  members  of  Council.  He  has  the  requisite  leisure, 
and  would  give  full  attention  to  committee-work.  Plymouth 
chemists  have  passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of  Mr.  Park, 
and  Blackburn  declares  for  the  re-election  of  the  retiring 
members. 


The  New  Preliminary  Examination. 

The  lengthy  report  which  the  Boards  of  Examiners  sub- 
mitted to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  last  week  is  a 
temperate  deliverance,  and  shows  evidence  of  Scotch 
caution ;  indeed,  we  believe  we  have  to  thank  the  Scotch 
Board  of  Examiners  for  insisting  that  the  time  has  not 
arrived  when  the  high  standard  of  preliminary  education 
required  for  the  medical  profession  is  necessary  for  phar- 
macy. This  is  wise  in  view  of  the  facts  that  apprentices  are 
somewhat  difficult  to  get,  and  it  is  not  required  to  pass 
the  examination  before  apprenticeship.  Permission  to  pass 
the  examination  in  two  portions  is,  however,  likely  to  be  a 
temporary  though  useful  prevision,  because  tutors  and  the 
recognised  examining  bodies  encourage  the  passing  of  co- 
related  subjects  together,  such  as  arithmetic,  algebra,  and 
Euclid,  and  Latin  and  French,  and  boys  and  girls  of  the 
higher  grade  leaving  school  have  little  difficulty  in  getting  a 
"pass"  in  from  eight  to  twelve  subjects,  including  two 
languages  and  mathematics.  But  for  some  years  the  needs 
•cf  those  who  have  either  made  up  their  minds  to  enter 
pharmacy,  or  have  entered  it,  without  passing  the  Pre- 
liminary examination  must  be  considered,  and  for  such  the 
bipartite  plan  is  adequate  allowance.  There  appears  to  be 
unnecessary  alarm  in  one  quarter  that  the  acceptance  of 
certificates  recognised  by  Scotch  Universities  for  matriculation 
as  medical  students  means  that  candidates  may  in  this  way 
pass  the  subjects  one  at  a  time.  A  glance  at  the  Educa- 
tional numbers  of  the  C.  $  D.  would  have  assured  our 
terror-stricken  contemporary  that  nothing  of  the  kind  is 
possible.  The  Scotch  Universities  Commissioners  are  very 
particular  about  students  passing  the  whole  of  the  subjects 
of  the  Matriculation  examination  at  one  time;  but  they 
accept  pro  tanto  the  honours  and  higher-grade  leaving 


certificates  of  the  Scotch  Education  Department  (which  are 
equal  to  the  Senior  Locals  of  the  English  Universities),  for 
the  simple  reason  that  the  certificates  are  evidence  that  the 
holders  are  excellently  educated.  There  is  little  fear  of 
Scotch  educationists  favouring  shoddy  certificates,  and,  so  far 
as  the  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination  is  concerned, 
it  is  important  that  the  standard  should  be  maintained,  for 
although  only  about  a  tenth  of  the  drug-trade  of  Great 
Britain  is  centred  in  Scotland,  a  fourth  of  those  who  enter 
the  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination  are  Scotch. 
The  figures  for  last  month's  examination  are  : — ■

The  proportions  were  somewhat  similar  in  January,  when 245 
English  and  Welsh  students  were  examined  and  103  (40  per 
cent.)  passed,  and  87  Scotch  students  were  examined  and  42 
(43  per  cent.)  passed.  As  to  the  new  examination,  we  may 
state  that  in  the  new  edition  of  our  "  Preliminary  Examina- 
tion Guide  "  full  particulars  are  given  of  the  subjects,  feec 
and  times  of  the  principal  examinations  recognised  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Although  Mr  Dodds  has  supple- 
mented the  old  requirements  by  anticipation,  be  happens  to 
have  exactly  hit  in  the  "  Guide  "  on  what  pharmacists  and 
their  pupils  want  to  know. 


Medical  and  Dental  Registers. 

We  have  received  from  Mr.  Henry  E.  Allen,  LL.B ,  BA., 
Registrar  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  299  Oxford  Street, 
W.,  copies  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  Registers  for  1899. 
The  Medical  Register  contains,  as  a  preface,  tables  setting 
forth  membership  present  and  past  of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  and  the  meetings  which  have  been  held  since  the 
Council  was  instituted  in  1858  During  the  forty  years 
these  meetings  have  occupied  446  days,  or  6  8  days  on  an 
average  per  session.  The  year  1898  was,  along  with  1878 
and  1887,  peculiar  in  having  three  sessions  in  the  year.  The 
three  sessions  last  year  occupied  in  all  eighteen  days.  This 
is  the  second  longest  record,  the  three  sessions  of  1887  having 
taken  up  twenty-two  days.  Besides  the  Council  meetings  last 
year  there  were  six  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  two  of  the  Dental  Committee.  The  English  Branch 
Council  held  two  meetings,  the  Scottish  five,  and  the  Irish 
four.  The  accounts  which  are  printed  in  the  register  show 
that  4,010/.  2  s.  was  paid  to  members  of  the  General  Council 
in  fees  and  expenses,  while  the  fees  for  Executive  Committee 
meetings  amounted  to  308/.  8s.,  and  various  other  com- 
mittees received  402.  Is.  The  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  amounted  to  3  933/.  16s  3d.,  and 
19  490  copies  of  the  Pharmacope  ia  were  sold,  the  revenue 
being  7,793/  5s.  2d.  The  receipts  of  the  Council  chiedy 
consist  of  registration- fees,  of  which  there  was  paid  to  the 
English  branch  last  year  a  total  of  3,247/.  15,-.  The  greater 
part  of  this  consisted  of  611  registration- fees  of  5/.  each, 
paid  by  medical  graduates  and  licentiates.  The  Scotch 
branch  received  2,388/.,  all  but  88/.  of  this  being  from  460 
registration-fees.  The  Irish  receipts  were  692/.  5s.,  and  of 
this  655/.  was  made  up  by  131  registration-fees.  These  figures 
give  a  fair  idea  of  the  amount  of  medical  qualification 
occurring  in  the  three  countries.  The  administration  of  the 
branches  costs  535/.  for  the  English,  545/.  for  the  Scottish, 
and  317/.  for  the  Irish,  so  that  the  English  appears  to  be  the 
most  profitable  ;  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  142/.  is  charged  to 
the  Scottish  branch,  whose  expenses  are,  roughly  speaking, 
400/  a  year.  The  Medical  Register  this  year  contains  the 
names  of  35,057  persons,  of  whom  20,261  are  regUtered  an 
in  practice  in  England,  9,873  in  Scotland,  and  4.9W  » 
Ireland ;  actually,  however,  in  many  cases  these  are 
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dresses  at  which  the  persons  resided  when  they  qualified, 
e  increase  on  the  register  for  1898  was  908.  The  numbers 
jistered  in  the  three  countries  last  year  were  619  in 
gland,  460  in  Scotland,  and  131  in  Ireland;  altogether, 
;10.  In  each  case  last  year's  registrations  were  consider- 
ly  under  the  average  of  the  last  five  years — a  circumstance 
e,  we  take  it,  to  the  operation  of  the  five  years'  cur- 
ulnm.

Both  the  Cipe  and  the  Transvaal  are  within  measurable 
tance  of  new  pharmacy  laws.  Cape  Colony  is  not  in  sore 
J  3d,  and  can  afford  to  be  left  alone  for  a  time;  but  in  the 
^insvaal  matters  are  so  badly  arranged  that  Dr.  Rietz,  the 
Site  Secretary,  confessed  to  the  deputation  of  the  Pharma- 

<  itical  Society  who  called  upon  him  that  the  present  law 
« aid  not  be  mended,  so  that  it  should  be  ended.  Now,  thePhar- 
Hceutical  Society  are  in  a  fair  way  to  get  what  they  want- 
proper  qualification,  efficient  registration,  and  control  of  the 
|e  of  poisons— which  is  clever  of  them,  considering  that  the 
imbers  of  the  Society  are  Uitlanders.  We  think  the  basis 
on  which  the  Society  is  working  is  sound,  and,  as  pre- 


viously stated,  this  is  an  opportunity  which  Transvaal' 
chemists  as  a  whole  should  take  advantage  of  by  supporting 
Mr.  Butters  and  his  fellow-committeemen  heartily.  At 
present  there  is  a  disposition  to  oppose  the  registration  of 
all  now  engaged  in  pharmacy — i  e.,  those  who  have  obtained 
the  licence  and  are  now  in  business  in  the  Transvaal — 
because  some  have  had  a  trivial  examination,  or  have  dined 
with  the  examiners  beforehand.  This  sort  of  thing  is  funny, 
but  it  is  not  business.  It  is  the  custom  when  a  new  phar- 
macy law  is  passed  to  register  all  who  are  in  business  before 
the  law  is  enforced,  and  Transvaal  chemists  should  be 
thankful  that  they  have  the  State  licence  as  a  starting- 
point. 

"THE   GINTLEMAN  THAT  PAYS   THE  RINT." 

When  the  controversy  regarding  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  new  by-laws  was  proceeding  two  years  ago,  we 
said  that  the  proposed  increased  Minor  examination-fee  was 
not  justifiable,  because  the  fees  then  exacted  sufficed  to  pay 
for  the  examination- expenses  and  the  larger  proportion  of 
the  Society's  own  expenditure.  This  state  of  things  still  goes> 
on,  and  it  may  be  useful  to  show  what  the  Society  does  with 
the  examination-fees  and  the  members'  fees.  We  present 
this  in  two  statements  : —

Without  these  figures  the  members  may  not  be  able  to 
realise  that  their  subscriptions  last  year  came  10/.  short  of 
the  amount  required  for  the  school,  Journal,  library,  and 
museum.

MEDICAL  PROTECTION. 

Since  he  took  over  the  Editorship  of  the  Practitioner,  a 
big  job  for  a  busy  surgeon  to  handle  in  leisure  moments-,  Mr. 
Malcolm  Morris  has  made  the  pages  of  that  journal  bright  and 
lively.  He  has  succeeded  in  losing  the  traditional  style  of 
medical  writing,  and  appears  to  have  infected  his  contri- 
butors with  the  same  germ.  In  the  May  issue  there  is  a 
common-sense  article  by  Mr.  Edmund  Owen,  F.R.C.S.,  on 
"  Fractures — in  the  New  Light,"  from  which  we  gather  that 
patients  who  have  had  limbs  broken  and  attended  to  by 
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surgeons  are  getting  into  the  habit  of  having  x-ray  pictures 
•of  the  healed  limbs  taken,  and  if  the  mend  is  not  accurate 
they  threaten  the  poor  surgeons  with  all  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  malpractice.  In  the  Editorial  pages  Mr.  Morris 
has  a  sly  dig  at  Mr.  Victor  Horsley,  for  his  enthusiasm  about 
medical  reform,  and  speaking  quite  frankly  says,  "There 
is  not  much  chance  of  our  getting  any  very  great  amend- 
ment of  the  existing  law  in  the  direction  of  increased 
stringency  in  regard  to  unqualified  practice.  There  is, 
indeed,  a  danger  of  a  new  Act  being  even  less  protective 
of  the  legitimate  practitioner  than  the  one  now  in  force. 
Class-legislation  is  always  certain  to  excite  opposition,  and, 
besides,  the  anti-medical  bias  is  strong  in  the  present 
House  of  Commons.  It  is  of  no  use  crying  for  the  moon  :  we 
must  ask  for  what  we  are  likely  to  get.  And  we  have  no 
chance"  of  getting  anything  unless  we  are  agreed  as  to  what 
it  is  we  want.  What  is  needed  is  a  short  Act  making  the 
provisions  of  the  existing  one  in  regard  to  the  definition 
of  qualified  practice  more  precise,  and  the  penal  clauses 
for  infringement  more  stringent."  The  italics  in  the 
quotation  are  ours,  set  there  for  the  benefit  of  pharmaceutical 
trombonists. 

THE   B.P.  ADDENDUM. 

Responding  in  the  South  African  Medical  Journal  to 
the  request  by  Dr.  Attfield  for  information  regarding  any 
drugs,  especially  South  African,  that  it  would  be  of  ad- 
Vantage  to  have  added  to  the  official  drug-list,  Dr.  M.  L. 
Hewat  suggests  the  Monsonia  ovata  (Katlir,  I-gqita)  fre- 
quently used  in  drachm-doses  of  its  tincture  for  diarrhoea 
and  dysentery  of  the  catarrhal  type  ;  Hyraceum ,  as  a  tincture 
in  place  of  castorum  or  valerian ;  Momrcia  monodelphia 
(Dutch,  bitter  appel)  or  wild  watermelon,  as  a  substitute  for 
colocynth ;  Matricaria  glabrata  (wild  chamomile),  to  be 
gathered  in  large  quantities  on  the  Cape  flats,  for  European 
chamomile;  Garuleum  hipinnatum  (Dutch,  slang  wortel), 
instead  of  senega,  very  plentiful  on  the  Karoo  and  Eastern 
Province;  Lastrea  alhamantica  (Zulu,  Un-comocomo),  an 
excellent  anthelmintic,  especially  in  cases  of  tapeworm. 
Mylabris  bifaciata  yields  five  times  as  much  cantharidin  as 
the  Cantharis  resicatoria,  and  a  proportionately  smaller 
amount  of  extractive.  This  product  should  form  at  least  an 
alternative  for  B.P  preparations  of  cantharides.

staff),  is  medical  superintendent.  The  college  is  a  well- 
organised  body  of  450  medical  practitioners,  with  Sir  W.  H 
Broadbect,  M.D  ,  as  President,  and  a  strong  council,  includ- 
ing the  leading  physicians  and  surgeons  in  London.  It  aims 
to  assist  medical  men  in  practice  by  demonstrating  to  them 
the  latent  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment;  members  who 
feel  that  they  are  getting  rusty  can  go  there  and  see 
whatthemedicalstudentsot  to-day  have  to  learn  and  what  the 
leading  practitioners  have  to  do.  Then  interesting  and  rare 
cases  are  to  be  taken  to  the  colle;_re  by  members,  who  will 
get  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  their  more  experienced  col- 
leagues; in  short,  the  college  aims  to  keep  medi.al  prac- 
titioners up  to  date  and  medical  practice  well  supplied  with 
the  unique.  It  is  not  a  hospital,  but  practical  classes  and 
lectures  are  to  be  given  in  it,  and  the  staff  of  teachers  in- 
cludes men  who  will  teach  subjects  which  cannot  be  got  in 
medical    schools  as  a  rule,   Sir  W.  Broadbent  and  Mr.

"  Diseases  antj  Remedies  "  furnishes  the  British  Medua 
Journal  with  the  text  for  a  page  article  entitled  "  Counter 
prescribing  Made  Easy."  The  man  in  the  street,  says  ouil 
contemporary,  is  a  nominalist.  His  idea  is  that  the  wholil 
art  of  medicine  consists  in  finding  a  name  for  the  ailmen 
in  any  given  ca'e,  and  then  selecting  the  remedy  corrc 
sponding  to  the  name.  Curiously  enough,  this  is  the  chargi 
which  the  man  in  the  street  generally  biiDgs  against  tin 
medical  profession — the  rank  ano  rile  that  is.  But,  according 
to  the  B.M.J. ,  the  man  in  the  street's  "  natural  "  tendency 
is  to  go  to  a  chemist  whoa  he  has  something  the  mattci 
with  him,  and  the  chemist  '•  will  give  him  the  appropriaU 
pill  or  draught  '  What  better  can  he  want  ?  Bat  thin  i- 
quackery,  or,  as  Iago  says,  "  a  sect  or  scion  "  of  quackery 
It  flourishes,  we  are  told,  even  in  first-class  chemists'  sbopt 
in  the  West-end.  '  That  it  is  an  abuse  which  ought  not  tc 
exist,  much  less  flourish,  will  be  admitied  by  every  phar- 
macist of  the  better  class— as  a  point  of  ethical  theory 
But,  after  making  this  profession  cf  faith,  he  will  allow  hit 
assistants  to  give  the  man  about  town  a  pick-me-up— a> 
l  keiy  as  net  containing  strychnine,  phosphorus,  and  other 
powerful  agents — and  the  young  woman  with  green-sicknfM 
a  tonic  or  a  blood-purifier."  All  this  is  wroDg  from  th( 
point  of  view  of  scientific  medicine,  and  leads  to  inquests 
let  alone  that  it  infringes  the  "  prerogative  which  rightly 
belongs  to  the  medical  profession  "  We  are  grateful  for 
any  criticism,  friendly  or  otherwise,  and,  as  we  have  quotec 
numerous  commendatory  notices  of  our  book,  we  think  li 
would  argue  some  want  of  courage  if  we  were  to  >uppres- 
unfavourable  remarks  made  by  a  competent  critic.  The 
following  are  the  unkind  things  the  B.M.J,  reviewer  can 
find  to  say  of  "  Diseases  and  R  -medies  "  : — 

A  little  knowledge  is  proverbially  a  dangerous  thing;  ami! 
there  is  no  province  of  human  activity  in  which  it  is  ho  dangemu» 
as  the  practice  of  medicine.  Knowledge  brings  caution,  but  lull 
knowledge  begets  the  rashness  which  makes  fools  rush  in  when 
angels  fear  to  tread.  Now  "half  knowledge"  is  a  flattering 
description  of  the  kind  of  knowledge  of  diseases  that  is  to  be  got 
from  the  volume  under  consideration.  Thus  the  druggist  WOO, 
in  the  better  fulfilment  of  his  function  as  "  iutermcdiary,"  should 
wish  to  know  about  ague,  will  learn  that  "'fever  and  ague'i- 
commonly  met  with  in  pestilential  countries";  that  when  "an 
attack  occurs  every  twenty-four  hours  it  is  termed  quotidian," 
&c. ;  and  that  "  during  the  intervals  the  patient  is  quite  well, 
only  waiting  for  his  unpleasant  visitor  to  come  and  rick  lii» 
constitution."  Diphtheria  is  "  caused  by  the  germs  originating 
in  decomposing  sewage  matter."  Of  angina  pectoris  the  reader  in 
told  that  "it  is  mostly  a  nervous  disorder.  There  are  nerve* 
which  regulate  the  functions  of  the  heart  and  blood-vessel", 
which  are  also  in  touch  with  the  lungs,  liver,  stomach,  and 
kidneys."  In  regard  to  cancer  we  learn  that  "it  is  l»gnl> 
probable  that  syphilis,  leprosy,  scrofula,  and  cancer  arc  alNnti- 
mately  associated  with  one  another,"  and  all  presumably  "in  » 
concatenation  accordingly."  Such  being  the  case,  one  is  not  M 
course  surprised  to  be  informed  that  the  nature  of  cancer  U 
"  perfectly  understood  "  ;  this  makes  it  all  the  more  disappointing 
that  the  authors  have  kept  the  secret  to  themselves.  But  MM 
compensation  may  be  found  in  the  priceless  revelation  that 
sulphur  in  the  socks  is  a  preventive  of  cholera  :  "  If  a  teaspoonlul 
of  fiores  sulphuris  is  placed  in  each  of  the  socks  every  morning, 
this  is  absorbed  through  the  freely-acting  pores  of  the  soles  '« 
the  feet.  This  keeps  the  blood  pure,  and  enables  it  to  rWlM  U" 
action  of  germs." 

The  book,  in  fact,  might  be  accurately  described  as  a  counter 
prescriber's  manual.  If  the  descriptions  of  diseases  arc  meagre 
to  attenuation  there  is  plenty  of  information  as  to  remedies.  !»•' 
strongest  drugs  are  recommended  for  this  or  that  condition,  una 
very  seldom  is  any  hint  given  as  to  the  need  of  caution  and  B» 
crimination  in  their  use.  Prescriptions  abound  throughout  HW| 
book,  man v  of  them  containing  ingredients  which  might  do  inhniui 
damage  if  used  without  a  knowledge  of  disease  very  different  i' 
kind  and  degree  from  that  given  in  this  book.  A  chemist  wno 
prescribes,  "  legitimately  "  or  "  illegitimately,"  is  simply  a  quae k. 
and  if  he  takes  the  book  here  referred  to  as  his  guide  he  i» 
peculiarly  dangerous  kind  of  quack,  clothing  his  ignorance  wiin 
the  outer  garment  of  knowledge,  and  wielding  the  weapons  or  - 
trained  practitioner  without  the  skill  to  use  them.  ■ 

Of  the  "physicians"  who  have  given  assistance  in  trie™ 
coction  of  this  work  we  can  only  say  that  they  have  put  w 
know'edge  to  base  uses.  They  have  given  an  additional  pr 
that  our  worst  enemies  arc  those  of  our  own  household.

!mmission  for  selling  the  business  of  the  defendant,  Mr. 
•ran  Williams,  chemist,  19  Endsleigh  Street,  Tavistock 
[uare. 

•The  case  for  the  plaintiff,  for  whom  Mr.  J  H.  Welfare 
Speared,  was  that  the  defendant  instructed  him  to  obtain 
purchaser  for  bis  chemist's  business  at  Bayswater  in 
■inuary  last.  Advertisements  were  duly  published,  and  he 
managed  to  find  a  purchaser  for  200Z.,  who  had  since  paid 
s  money  to  the  defendant.  The  terms  agreed  upon  as  to  his 
mmission  were  5  per  cent,  on  the  first  100/.  and  2§  per  cent. 
I  the  remainder.  In  examination  the  plaintiff  said  that  at 
st  Mr.  Griffiths,  the  purchaser,  refused  to  go  on  with  the 
atter,  writing  to  say  that  be  must  decline  to  do  so. 
i Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr :  Then  you  did  not  sell  the  busi- 
es. 

i  The  plaintiff  explained  that  afterwards  the  purchase  was 
irried  out.  Mr.  Griffiths  was  now  in  possession.  It  was 
•it  true  to  suggest  that  the  ultimate  purchase  was  effected 
irongh  someone  else's  introduction.  At  first  the  price 
iked  was  225/.,  and  at  witness's  suggestion  it  was  reduced 
i  2002.,  in  order  to  close  with  Mr.  Griffiths.  The  defendant 
id  his  wife  came  to  see  him  upon  the  matter.  They  each 
>ld  him  that  if  the  purchase  went  through  he  was  to  be 
ireful  not  to  pay  the  money  over  to  the  other.  (Laughter.) 
'rs.  Williams  did  not  tell  bim  that  she  had  a  charge  on  the 
lace,  nor  that  her  husband  owed  her  money,  but  she  was 
;ry  anxious  to  get  hold  of  the  money. 
Mr.  Sharman,  defendant's  counsel,  said  the  defence  was 
lat  the  transaction  was  not  carried  out  by  the  plaintiff,  and 
lat  therefore  he  was  not  entitled  to  any  commission. 
Mrs.  Williams,  defendant's  wife,  said  that  as  far  back  as 
383  she  lent  her  husband  130/.  As  security  for  that  loan, 
le  lease  of  the  premises,  16  Bishop's  Road,  where  her 
asband  carried  on  his  business  as  a  chemist,  was  banded 
>  her,  and  she  deposited  it  with  her  private  solicitor.  It 
as  retained  by  him  until  the  time  of  the  sale  on  her  behalf, 
ne  of  the  terms  of  the  completion  was  that  100/.  was  to  be 
id  down.  That  was  applied  to  pay  the  landlord  79/.  due 
d  rates  and  taxes.  Her  husband  assigned  to  her  the 
ilance  of  the  100/.  It  was  arranged  that  50/.  was  to  be 
aid  at  the  end  of  two  years,  and  the  other  50/.  at  the  end 
f  the  third  year. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  said  all  this  had  nothing  to  do 
ith  the  matter.  The  plaintiff  simply  wanted  his  money, 
he  lady's  charge  did  not  affect  the  plaintiff,  who  simply 
anted  to  be  paid  his  commission  for  selling  the  business. 

Mr.  Sharman  said  the  defendant  bad  no  means. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  :  Then  the  judgment  against  him 
ill  do  him  no  harm.  He  is  one  of  those  wretched  men 
■ho  live  upon  their  wives.    I  cannot  help  it. 

Mr.  Sharman  retorted  that  that  observation  was  unjust. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr :  You  say  he  has  no  means. 

Mr.  Sharman  added  that  the  defendant  was  an  epileptic, 
nd  that  was  the  reason  that  the  business  had  to  be  sold, 
he  defendant  would  have  attended  the  court,  but  for  the 
octor  forbidding  him. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr :  You  ought  never  to  have  defended 
be  action  at  all.    It  is  a  scandalous  defence. 

Judgment  was  then  entered  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  amount 
laimed,  with  costs. 


Restraining  a  Doctor's  Practice. 

N  the  Appeal  Court  on  Monday,  before  Lords  Justices  A.  L. 
•mith,  Vaughan  Williams,  and  R.  Romer,  Mr.  Disturnal,  on 
iehalf  of  Dr.  Thomas  Longmire,  of  Walsall,  appealed  against 
.n  order  granted  by  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore,  restraining  him, 
ill  the  trial  of  the  action  of  Everton  and  others  v  Long- 
mre,  from  practising  within  a  radius  of  five  miles  of 
he  Friendly  Societies'  offices  in  Walsall.  The  defendant, 
m  October  11,  1894,  became  medical  officer  to  a  Walsall 
nendly  society,  on  a  salary.    In  consideration,  be  signed 


an  agreement  undertaking,  upon  the  determination  of  his 
appointment  with  the  Society,  not  to  practise  within  a  radius 
of  five  miles  from  the  Society's  offices  for  a  period  of  three 
years.  In  March  last  he  determined  his  appointment  by 
giving  a  month's  notice.  Since  then  he  had  set  up  a  practice 
in  Walsall  On  that  the  plaintiffs  had  applied  to  Mr. 
Justice  Phillimore,  who  granted  an  injunction.  Counsel  now 
submitted  that  the  contract  was  too  wide.  The  Society  did 
not  require  protecting  in  that  way.  It  was  depriving  a 
doctor  of  his  livelihood.  Lord  Justice  Smith,  in  giving 
judgment,  said  it  was  a  matter  of  public  policy  that  a  man 
should  be  bound  by  his  agreement.  Having  broken  his 
agreement,  he  now  sought  to  make  out  the  agreement  was 
void.  He  thought  the  learned  Judge  was  quite  right  in 
making  such  an  order.  The  appeal  must  be  dismissed,  with 
costs.    Lords  Justices  Vaughan  Williams  and  Romer  agreed. 


Assistants  in  China. 

Alleged  Breach  of  Agreement. 

Sir  Nicholas  J.  Hannen,  British  Chief  Justice  at  Shanghai, 
gave  judgment  on  March  29,  in  the  appeal  by  Messrs.  A.  S. 
Watson  &  Co.  (Limited),  chemists  and  druggists,  aiirated- 
water  makers,  &c,  Hong-Kong,  Shanghai,  Tientsin,  and 
elsewhere  in  China,  against  the  judgment  by  the  British 
Consular  Court  at  Amoy,  in  the  action  for  an  injunction 
which  the  appellants  had  taken  against  Edwin  Quibell  Cooper, 
formerly  chemists' assistant  in  their  employ,  and  now  general 
manager  to  Messrs.  N.  Moalle  &  Co.  (Limited),  Amoy.  From 
the  statements  submitted  to  the  Court  it  appeared  that  Mr. 
Cooper,  on  February  9,  1888,  signed  an  agreement  with 
Messrs.  Watson  to  be  an  assistant  in  their  business  at  Hong- 
Kong,  or  any  treaty  port  in  China,  Japan,  and  the  far  East, 
for  a  consideration  specified,  Mr.  Cooper  undertaking,  for  a 
period  of  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  the  agreement,  not 
to  engage  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  business  of  a  chemist , 
druggist,  aerated  water  manufacturer,  wine  and  spirit  or 
cigar  merchant,  or  dealer,  or  become  assistant  to  any  person 
or  persons  carrying  on  any  such  business  or  businesses, 
whether  wholesale  or  retail,  or  simply  as  agent  or  agents 
thereto  or  as  merchant,  either  at  Hong-Kong,  or  at  any 
treaty  port  of  China  or  Japan,  at  Manila,  or  the  Philippine 
Islands,  or  the  Straits  Settlements,  or  Siam,  or  Cochin  China, 
without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  plaintiffs  under  the 
hand  of  their  general  manager,  otherwise  to  forfeit  100/. 
sterling  per  month  while  so  engaged.  Mr.  Cooper  left 
Messrs.  Watson's  employment  in  April,  1897,  returning  to 
England  at  their  expense.  He  went  back  to  China,  and  in 
December  of  the  same  year  took  up  the  managership  of 
Messrs.  Moalle's  business,  having  previously  obtained  from  Mr. 
Henry  Humphreys,  assictant-manager  to  Messrs.  Watson  at 
Amoy,  an  endorsement  of  his  agreement  as  follows : — 

The  within-named  Edwin  Cooper  served  with  us  during  the 
period  of  this  agreement,  at  the  expiration  of  which  he  served  with 
the  firm  in  Shanghai,  Tientsin,  and  Hankow  until  January,  1897, 
when  lie  assumed  management  of  our  branch  here.  He  leaves  us 
to-day  at  his  own  wish,  and  we  are  sorry  to  lose  him. 

Mr.  Humphreys  was  aware  what  Mr.  Cooper  was  to  do,  and 
Mr.  Cooper  considered  the  endorsement  a  discharge  of  the 
agreement.  Messrs  Watson  took  action  against  Mr.  Cooper, 
claiming  an  injunction  and  800/  damages.  This  was 
decided  on  December  12,  1898,  by  Mr.  Chris.  Gardiner, 
Provincial  Judge,  in  favour  of  the  defendant,  because  "  the 
restriction  goes  beyond  what  was  reasonably  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  the  plaintiffs,  regard  being  had  to  the 
nature  of  the  business."  One  assessor  agreed  with  the 
Judge,  the  other  considering  "  the  contract  good  and  reason- 
able, and  that  defendant  is  liable  for  violation."  Messrs. 
Watson  appealed  as  stated,  and  Mr.  H.  P.  Wilkinson  pleaded 
their  case,  contending  that,  though  Moalle's  were  primarily 
described  as  stevedores  and  ship-chandlers,  they  were  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacture  of  aerated  water  and  were  vendors 
of  disinfectants  and  other  drugs.  Mr.  Cooper  was  not  pro- 
fessionally represented  at  the  argument  on  March  15,  and 
the  Chief  Juctice  took  a  fortnight  to  consider  the  case.  He 
then  gave  judgment  for  the  appellants,  and,  in  the  course 
of  his  remarks,  said  that  whatever  Messrs.  Moalle's  business 
had  hitherto  been  they  now  intended  to  devote  themselves 
very  seriously  to  the  aerated- water  manufacture,  in  which 
the  defendant's  experience  at  Amoy  would  be  of  material 
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help  to  them.  Messrs.  Moalle  also  seemed  to  sell  Bovril 
meat-juice,  Liebig's  extract,  &c.,  all  articles  which  are 
commonly  dealt  in  by  chemists.  There  was  a  very  large 
amount  of  business  common  to  the  two  firms,  and  it  seemed 
reasonable  that  Messrs.  Watson  &  Co.  should  seek  to  enforce 
a  covenant  which  undoubtedly  in  its  terms  prevented  the 
defendant  from  joining  such  a  firm.  The  only  reason  for 
not  enforcing  the  covenant  was  that  it  would  be  against 
public  policy  to  do  so,  but  as  the  covenant  was  sought  to  be 
enforced  in  a  reasonable  way,  he  felt  bound  to  enforce  it  and 
set  aside  the  judgment  of  the  lower  Court  with  costs.  As  to 
damage?,  he  thought  the  justice  of  the  case  would  be  met  by 
an  injunction  against  the  defendant  continuing  in  the 
employ  of  Messrs.  Moalle  &  Co.  or  joining  any  other  firm  of 
chemists,  &c,  in  Amoy,  the  exact  terms  of  the  injunction 
to  be  drawn  up  by  the  plaintiffs  and  submitted  to  him  in 
chambers. 


County  Court  Cases. 

The  Syphon  Trouble. 

At  Blackburn  County  Ccurt  on  May  8,  Messrs.  J.  H.  Cuff, 
mineral-water  manufacturers,  of  Manchester,  sued  Joseph 
Sidebottom,  chemist,  of  Church,  claiming  6/.  in  respect  of 
the  detention  of,  and  damage  to,  soda-water  syphons.  Mr. 
Cobbett  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Withers  fcr  the 
defendant. 

In  opening  (he  case,  Mr.  Cobbett  said  the  amount  of  the 
claim  did  not  adequately  represent  the  real  importance  of 
this  case  to  his  client.  Jn  Messrs.  Cuff's  business  the  value 
of  the  syphons  far  exceeded  that  of  the  soda  water  itself,  and 
their  return  to  the  firm  was  therefore  an  exceedingly  im- 
portant element.  The  syphons  cost  2s.  Id.  each,  and  the 
contents  about  4d.,  and  to  secure  as  far  as  possible  the  return 
of  the  syphons,  an  association  had  been  formed,  with  an 
inspector,  whose  duty  it  was  to  visit  mineial-water  works, 
and  see  that  all  bottles  and  syphons  were  returned  to  their 
rightful  owners.  At  the  end  of  1894  the  defendant  pur- 
chased a  business  from  a  Mr.  Peate,  and  in  the  beginning  of 
1895  he  sent  to  Messrs  Cuff  a  case  of  three  dozen  syphons, 
empty,  requesting  that  thive  dozen  full  ones  should  bs  re- 
turned. That  was  dote,  and  that  was  the  only  transaction 
in  syphons  defendant  had  ever  had  with  the  firm.  Early  in 
the  present  year  the  inspector  of  the  association  referred  to 
visited  the  mineral-water  manufactory  of  Messrs.  Collinson, 
Poole  &  Co.,  at  Clayton-le-Moors,  and  there  found  a  dozen 
soda-water  syphons,  bearing  on  the  glass  the  plaintiffs' 
name  partially  erased,  and  the  name  removed  from  the  metal 
tops.  Plaintiffs  claimed  that  those  syphons  should  be  re- 
turned to  them,  and,  further,  a^ked  for  damages  for  the 
removal  of  their  name  and  trade-mark  therefrom.  The 
syphons,  it  appeared,  had  been  sent  to  Messrs.  Collinsorj, 
Poole  &  Co.  by  the  defendant  to  be  filled.  The  defendant 
admitted  that,  and  further  that  he  h*d  another  two  dczen  in 
his  possession,  also  with  Messrs.  Cuff's  name  upon  them,  but 
he  claimed  them  as  his  own,  allf  ging  that  he  had  purchased 
them  from  the  previous  pi  oprietor  of  his  business  Messrs. 
Cuff,  however,  bad  never  sold  either  a  tottle  or  a  syphon, 
and  as  defendant  admitted  making  the  erasure,  if  he  (Mr. 
Cobbett)  proved  that  the  syphons  were  his  clients',  he  was 
entitled  to  their  return,  and  such  damages  as  his  Honour 
might  think  lit.  The  syphons  were  now  valueless  to  the 
firm,  who  therefore  claimed  their  full  value  of  Zs  Id.  each. 

The  evidence  of  the  inspector  and  of  a  carter  havirg  been 
taken,  Mr.  J.  L  Cuff,  of  the  plaintiffs'  firm,  identified  the 
syphons  produced  as  theirs,  and  produced  his  books.  He 
stated  that  when  they  did  business  with  Mr.  Peate,  the 
defendant's  predecessor,  they  both  filied  syphons  belonging 
to  him  and  supplied  him  with  their  own,  debiting  him  with 
a  sum  which  represented  the  value  of  the  syphons,  and  then 
crediting  him  with  them  when  they  were  returned  No 
syphons  were  ever  Isold  to  Mr.  Peate  or  anyone  else.  In 
cross-examination  Mr.  Cuff  admitted  that,  as  far  as  the  books 
showed,  Mr.  Peate  had  returned  all  the  syphons  lent  to  Mm. 
He  presumed  that  sometimes  Mr.  Peate  would  order  mere 
syphons  than  he  sect  empties  for.  It  was  also  possible  that 
some  of  the  customers'  syphons  would  be  broken  by  accident, 
and  the  firm  would  substitute  their  own. 

Mr.  Withers,  for  the  defence,  said  the  issue  raised  was  as 
important  to  the  retail  as  to  the  wholesale  trade.  Defendant's 


business,  he  stated,  originally  belonged  to  a  Mr.  Cooper,  wliol 
had  a  large  number  of  syphons  in  his  possession.  Mr.  I'eate 
who  succeeded  him,  continued  to  trade  with  Messrs.  Cuff' 
and,  forwarding  his  own  syphons  to  ba  filled,  in  mos t  caws 
received  them  back,  but  sometimes  bottles  and  syphons 
belonging  to  the  plaintiffs  were  returned.  Then  defendant 
came  on  the  scene,  buying  Peate's  business  and  stock,  in- 
cluding the  syphons,  and  he  continued  trading  in  a  proper 
manner,  not  selling  other  mineral  waters  in  Cuff's  syphons, 
but  straightforwardly  erasing  from  the  syphons  the  trade- 
mark of  the  firm  with  whom  he  did  not  deal  for  that 
particular  article,  though  he  still  continued  to  sell  their 
battled  soda-water.  It  was  quite  evident,  continued  Mr. 
Withers,  that  the  plaintiffs  had  not  lost  anything  in  refpect 
of  these  syphons,  and  that  this  was  really  a  "fishing  ex- 
pedition," because,  as  had  been  shown,  nothing  was  invoiced 
against  Peate  for  syphons,  and  with  Sidebo'tom,  the  defen- 
dant,  there  bad  only  been  one  transaction.  He  maintained 
that  there  had  been  an  exchange  in  syphons  of  equal  value, 
and  the  property  in  these  particular  syphons  had  pasi-ed 
from  the  plaintiffs  to  the  defendant. 

The  Judge  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Cobbett  that  the  syphons 
had  been  in  the  possession  of  the  defendant  for  five  years, 
and  asked  if  defendant  had  not  a.  primu  facie  right  to  deal 
with  them  as  his  own. 

Mr.  Cobbett  said  if  the  plaintiffs  had  known  lie  had  them 
they  would  have  claimed  them  sooner. 

The  Judge :  There  has  been  no  demand,  and  the 
defendant,  1  understand,  has  always  been  ready  to  give 
them  up. 

Mr.  Withers:  If  they  could  prove  their  title  to  them, 
certainly. 

Mr.  Sidebottom  and  bis  predecessor  (Mr.  Peate)  having 
given  evidence,  the  Judge  said  he  would  reserve  his 
judgment. 


Claim  fob  Commission. 

At  the  Macclesfield  County  Court  on  May  3,  Mr.  Wm. 
Cumberbirch,  chemist  and  druggist,  Alderley  Edge,  and  Mr. 
Jas.  Cumberbirch,  grocer,  Macclesfield,  were  sued  by  Mr. 
Frank  Walker,  of  Alderley  Edge,  for  157.  10.?.,  commlfston  i 
due  for  negotiating  the  fale  of  property  belonging  to  the 
defendant.  Plaintiff  said  he  was  commissioned  to  find  a 
purchaser  for  the  property  at  not  less  than  1,500/ ,  and  was 
to  receive  1  per  cent,  commission.  He  found  a  purchaser  for 
1  550/.,  but  for  some  reason  the  defendants  declined  to  sell, 
and  an  action  was  pending  in  the  High  Court  against  them 
to  show  cause  why  the  agreement  of  sale  should  not  be 
carried  out.  Mr.  Wm.  Cumberbirch  stated  that  the  contract 
with  the  p'aintiff  was  to  find  a  purchaser  at  not  less  than 
1550Z  and  pay  all  solicitor's  costs.  The  Judge  found  for  the 
plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed. 


The  Builder's  Bill. 
On  May  4,  at  Yarmouth  County  Court,  William  Cork, 
builder,  sought  to  recover  79/.  17.s.  3d.,  balance  of  acconnt 
for  work  done  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  a  new  shop 
and  buildings  io  Gorleston,  for  William  Hindle,  chemUt. 
This  claim  was  admitted,  but  defendant  pleaded  a  set-off  of 
73/ ,  and  paid  the  balance  into  court.  Of  the  set-off  15/.  for 
defective  plastering  and  HI.  for  defective  door-fastenings 
were  admitted,  leaving  the  only  issue  for  trial  an  amount  of 
54/.  claimed  by  the  defendant  as  time  penalties  in  accord- 
ance with  contract,  being  nine  weeks  at,  6/  per  week. 
Defendant's  case  was  that  owing  to  plaintiff's  delay  in  exe- 
cuting the  contract  he  had  sustained  great  loss.  While  the 
alterations  were  in  progress  he  kept  his  stock  in  an  out- 
house and  made  up  prescriptions,  &c,  at  a  private  house  four 
doors  away.  He  could  do  no  counter-trade,  and  his  bu6inefs, 
which  had  previously  been  a  good  one,  for  he  had  made  a 
fortune  there,  had  been  practically  destroyed.  Judgmer/t 
was  eventually  entered  for  the  defendant. 


A  Van  Collision. 
At  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court,  on  May  6,  Messrs.  Phillips  k 
Co.,  carmen,  Silk  Street,  E.C.,  sued  Messrs  J.  Sanger  &8on», 
druggists'  sundriesmen,  Oxford  Street,  W.,  for  64/.  damage 
to  a  horse  and  van  on  September  6  last.    Plaintiff*'  carouse 
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i  s  driving  along  Princes  Street  towards  London  Bridge,  at 
i  talking  pace,  when  he  was  run  into  by  one  of  the  defen- 
dts'  vehicles.  Plaintiffs'  horse  was  thrown  down,  and 
ljeived  a  sharp  puncture  from  the  shaft,  injuring  the 

i  scles  and  libs  and  causing  an  abscess,  while  the  van  was 
onaged,  necessitating  a  new  shaft  and  new  springs.  The 
1  se  was  unable  to  work  for  six  weeks.  The  defence  was 
lit  the  accident  was  caused  by  plaintiffs'  van  being  on  the 
Y>ng  side  of  the  road.  After  hearing  the  evidence  at  some 
1  gth,  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiffs  for  2.71.  damages.

lis  Honour :  And  very  properly  too. 
.  Ir.  Gavern :  Yes ;  but  we  could  not  send  if  we  had  not 
"pices. 

lis  Honour  :  Oh,  yes  ;  you  knew  the  terms  of  the  contract 
at  how  much  you  had  received  off  i5. 


Mr.  Gavern :  Here  is  a  letter  showing  the  difficulty  we 
were  labouring  under.  This  was  sent  on  February  9. 
"  Please  state  what  objection  you  have  to  rendering  us  the 
December  statement  and  invoices.  You  can  now  see  the 
cause  of  our  complaints." 

His  Honour :  Yes,  but  you  could  have  sent  money  for  the 
goods  you  had  received ;  you  must  have  known  the  quantity. 
It  does  not  establish  to  me,  either,  that  the  invoices  were  not 
sent  monthly.  Monthly  account  means  goods  supplied 
during  the  previous  month.  There  are,  of  course,  various 
times  in  different  trades  for  payment,  but,  so  far  as  1  can 
see,  in  the  chemists'  trade  it  is  payment  shortly  after  the 
expiration  of  the  month.  In  some  trades  it  is  2J  per  cent,  if 
paid  on  the  first  Tuesday,  in  the  Yorkshire  market  on  the 
Friday,  whilst,  I  believe,  in  the  cotton- trade  it  is  the  second 
Wednesday.  It  is  perfectly  understood,  and  no  one  attempts 
to  go  away  from  the  rule.  It  does  not  mean  that  payment 
is  to  be  made  one  month  after  each  delivery  of  goods,  or  one 
month  after  the  receipt  of  an  invoice. 

After  more  conversation  further  evidence  was  called. 

Mr.  Edward  Charles  Count,  a  chartered  accountant,  stated 
that  he  had  had  considerable  experience  in  the  trade,  and  he 
had  always  interpreted  2j  per  cent,  one  month  as  payment 
to  be  made  between  seven  and  fourteen  days  for  all  goods  that 
had  been  delivered  from  the  1st  to  the  3 1st  of  the  previous 
month. 

Mr.  Gavern :  It  is  usual  to  have  an  invoice,  I  suppose  ? 
Witness :  Oh,  yes. 

Mr.  Gavern  :  Then  is  it  unreasonable  not  to  pay  when  an 
invoice  has  not  been  received  1 

Witness :  Yes.  I  should  say  so,  if  they  knew  what  the 
contract  was. 

His  Honour  :  You  would  pay  within  fourteen  days,  invoice 
or  no  invoice  1 

Witness :  Yes  certainly. 

Mr.  Gavern  :  If  you  did  not  know  the  amount  1 

Witness:  I  should  send  on  what  I  considered  I  owed. 

Mr.  Watson,  manager  of  the  Harrogate  branch  of  the 
Association,  said  he  transacted  all  the  business.  His  experi- 
ence was  that  invoices  were  despatched  with  the  goods,  and 
sometimes  arrived  three  days  before  the  goods,  and  at  the 
l  end  of  the  month  a  statement  was  sent  in. 

His  Honour  :  Do  you  contend  that  you  can  claim  discount 
|  and  not  pay  until  you  have  received  a  satisfactory  state- 
ment ? — Yes,  certainly. 

His  Honour :  Then  the  thing  might  hang  on  for  ever,  as 
you  might  continually  complain  about  every  statement,  or 
they  might  get  lost  in  the  post. 

Witness :  I  should  require  to  see  a  clean  statement.  I 
never  received  or  saw  an  invoice  until  they  sent  what  they 
I  called  copies.  On  September  11  we  sent  for  the  second  time 
'  for  invoices,  and  they  said  they  had  been  sent  on  August  24, 
i  and  we  got  more  copies. 

His  Honour :  You  never  wrote  saying  you  would  claim  the 
discount,  although  the  statements  had  not  arrived  ? 

Witness :  Oh,  no  ;  we  anticipated  no  difficulty.  We  have 
never  had  an  overdraft  at  the  bank  for  fifteen  years,  and  were 
always  ready  to  pay. 

Mr.  Merrall,  partner  in  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Fox  &  Robinson 
Co ,  mineral- water  box  makers,  said,  for  the  defence,  that 
invoices  and  statements  should  be  sent  before  anyone 
expected  their  money. 

His  Honour :  You  deal  in  timber  and  they  in  water. 
(Laughter). 

Mr.  Gavern  :  The  account  is  monthly,  and  should  be  paid 
as  such  whei  invoices  are  received. 

HisHoDour:  If  that  was  to  be  so  it  should  be"2Jper 
cent,  monthly  account  as  rendered." 

His  Honour,  in  giving  judgment,  said  there  had  been  no 
real  substantial  evidence  that  would  establish  any  custom, 
and  he  had  to  construe  the  contract  as  it  appeared  in 
writing.  It  was  a  contract  by  which  the  defendants  ordered 
from  the  plaintiffs  10,000  syphons,  to  be  delivered  at  a  certain 
price  less  2 J  per  cent  monthly  account  upon  written  orders. 
As  the  defendants  required  they  were  to  give  notice  to  the 
plaintiffs  to  deliver  to  the  defendants,  knowing  the  quantities 
they  required  and  the  price  they  agreed  to  pay  for  them. 
They  also  knew  the  quantities  that  were  delivered  to  them. 
It  was  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  that  they  should  be 
able  to  ascertain  within  a  few  shillings  what  syphons  had 
been  delivered  and  what  was  owing  the  plaintiffs.  They  were 
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to  be  charged  22s  a  dozen,  less  2§  per  cent  monthly  account. 
What  was  the  meaning  of  that '.'  It  Eeemed  to  him  that 
there  was  to  be  an  account  every  month  of  the  goods  that 
had  been  delivered  in  every  month,  taken  by  someone.  They 
knew  the  price  and  what  they  had  received,  and  tbey  could 
ascertain  what  was  due.  He  was  not  satisfied  that  the 
defendants  did  not  get  the  accounts  in  question,  and  he  gave 
a  verdict  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the  amount  claimed. 
Judgment  was  entered  accordingly. 


A  Chemist  Committed. 

At  Clerkenwell  County  Court,  on  Tuesday,  Mr.  Spinks, 
chemist,  of  Theobalds  Road,  W.C.,  was  summoned  on  a  judg- 
ment-summons issued  at  the  instance  of  a  Mrs  Bonner. 

His  Honour:  Why  doesn't  he  pay  this,  do  you  think  1 

Plaintiff  :  I  have  not  the  faintest  idea. 

His  Honour :  He  is  in  business,  I  suppose  ? — So  far  as  I 
know  he  is  very  prosperous. 

He  has  never  given  you  any  reason  why  he  should  not  pay 
it,  I  suppose  ? — He  simply  takes  no  notice  of  it  all. 
(Laughter.) 

His  Honour  :  There  are  a  number  of  people  that  do  the 
same  thing,  but  it  is  not  always  advisable  for  them  to  do  so. 
Has  he  ever  made  you  an  offer  ? — None  whatever. 

His  Honour :  Then  he  is  committed  for  fourteen  days' 
imprisonment ;  the  warrant  not  to  issue  if  the  money  is  paid 
by  May  15.  ' 


Veterinary  Surgeons  Act. 

Thomas  Ethebidge,  of  Elm  Terrace,  Child's  Hill,  Edg- 
ware,  was,  on  May  10,  iummoiied  for  paintirjg  on  a  wail 
"  Etheridge's  Veterinary  Forge,"  while,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
he  was  not  a  member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary 
Surgeons.  Defendant,  who  pleaded  ignorance,  was  fined  10s., 
and  costs.  \ 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitbe. 

At  Todmorden  Petty  Sessions,  on  May  4,  William  Barker, 
grocer,  Todmorden,  was  summoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre,  which,  on  analysis,  was  found  to  contain  only  two- 
fifths  of  the  minimum  proportion  of  nitrous  ether  required 
by  the  B  P.  Inspector  Crabtree,  who  prosecuted,  was  cross- 
examined,  with  the  object  of  showing  that  no  warning  of 
the  new  B  P.  requirements  had  been  given  to  defer  dant. 
The  inspector  said  wholesale  chemists  had  copies  of  the  new 
Pharmacopoeia,  just  as  he  himself  had,  and  he  thought  they 
were  the  people  who  ought  to  give  their  grocer-clients  the 
information.  The  Solicitor  for  the  defendant  said  the  inspector 
was  informed  officially  of  the  change  in  the  law,  and  small 
shopkeepers,  who  were  liable  to  prosecution,  ought  to  have 
had  like  information.  The  answer  to  the  charge  was  that  de- 
fendant bought  2  pints  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  in  January, 
1898,  from  Messrs.  McGuire  &  Richards,  of  Blackburn  This 
was  supplied  in  a  bottle,  labelled  "  Pure,"  and  had  been  sold 
out  in  small  quantities  from  time  to  time  since  then. 
Defendant  sold  the  article  as  it  was  supplied  to  him,  and 
was  UDaware  of  its  volatile  properties.  The  Bench  imposed 
a  penalty  of  5s.  and  costs,  amounting  to  23s. 

At  Sheffield  Police  Court  on  May  6,  William  Walker,  grocer 
Wincobank,  was  charged  with  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre 
which,  on  being  submitted  to  analysis,  was  found  to  contain 
only  112  per  cent,  of  nitrous  ether.  Defendant,  who  stated 
that  he  had  bought  20  cz.  of  the  drug  in  September,  1898, 
set  up  the  "  evaporation  "  defence,  but  was  fined  5s.,  includ- 
ing costs. 


At  Rotherham,  on  May  8,  Charlotte  Ainsworth,  shopkeeper, 
Canklow,  was  summoned  for  having  sold  sweet  spirit)  of 
nitre  which  contaiced  only  0  89  per  cent,  of  nitrous  ether 
and  89  11  per  cent  of  alcohol  and  legitimate  water.  The 
defendant  said  she  had  sold  the  spirit  as  she  had  received 
it,  and  had  had  it  in  stock  about  four  months,  during 
■which  time  the  bottle  had  been  frequently  opened.  The 
Bench  did  not  think  the  defendant  had  acted  wilfully  in  the 


matter;  but  she  would  have  to  buy  the  spirit  in  smaller 
quantities  in  future,  and  to  keep  it  lor  a  shorter  period.  A 
tine  of  Is.  and  costs  was  imposed. 


The  Shop  =  hours  Act. 

At  the  West  London  Police  Coort  last  week  Percy  William 
Taylor,  chemist,  High  Street,  Notting  Hill,  was  summoned 
by  the  LC.C  ,  under  the  Shop-hours  Act,  for  delaying  an 
officer  of  the  Council  in  the  execution  of  his  duty.  Mr.  J. 
Collman  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  Inspector 
Owen  said  he  went  to  the  defendant's  shop  on  March  4,  and 
asked  defendant  if  he  had  any  young  person  under  18  years 
of  age  in  his  employ.  He  replied  he  had,  but  that  the 
Inspector  had  no  right  to  ask  such  a  question.  The  In- 
spector showed  him  the  Act  of  Parliament,  which  lie  refused 
to  look  at,  and  said  he  was  interfering  with  his  business. 
A  boy  entered  the  shop,  and  the  Inspector  beckoned  h; 
but  the  defendant  spoke  to  the  boy,  who  then  stopped.  The 
Inspector  addressed  the  defendant,  saying  "  Do  you  refuse 
to  allow  me  to  examine  the  boy?"  He  said  he  would  not 
have  anything  to  do  with  him.  The  Inspector,  unable  to 
examine  the  boy,  then  went  away.  The  defendant  said  he 
asked  the  Inspector  to  produce  his  certificate  of  appoint- 
ment, which  he  was  required  to  do  under  the  section,  bnt 
he  did  not.  The  Inspector  said  he  had  the  certi6cate  in  his 
hand,  with  the  Act  of  Parliament,  both  of  which  he  always 
carried ;  but  the  defendant  refused  to  look  at  them.  Mr. 
Lane  fined  the  defendant  3/.,  with  2s  costs. 

A  Jamaica  Tariff  Question. 

Tb.   Cboci   or   Coloubed  Alcohol. 

When  the  last  mail  left  Kingston,  Jamaica,  an  interesting 
case  was  proceeding  under  the  revenue  law,  in  which  Messrs. 
J.  M.  Crosswell  &  Co  ,  a  firm  of  druggists,  were  the 
defendants,  and  the  Queen  the  plaintiff.  The  charge  is  that 
of  importing  and  entering  goods  of  one  denomination  which 
were  afterwards  found  to  be  goods  subject  to  a  higher  rate 
of  duty.  The  charge  is  keenly  contested,  and  the  case  has 
excited  much  interest  in  the  local  drug  trade.  It  appears 
from  the  prosecution  evidence  that  the  goods  contisted  of 
twelve  bottles  (6  gals.)  of  tinctura  croci  purchased  from 
Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son,  of  London,  and  valued  by 
defendant  at  6/ ,  or,  less  discount,  5L  2s.,  although  Messrs. 
Hewlett's  price-list  showed  the  value  to  be  81.  8s.  As  a  phar-  ' 
macopceial  drug,  the  tincture  was  liable  to  a  duty  of  13«.  10'/. 
Before  the  goods  were  delivered  the  cases  were  opened  by 
the  Customs  officers,  and  the  chemist  reported  that  the 
tinctura  croci  consisted  of  71  to  72  per  cent.  o  p.  pure 
alcohol,  slightly  coloured.  The  duty  on  the  tincture  was 
12;V  per  cent. — ie.,  Is.  6d  per  gal.  (the  cost  of  the 
tincture  in  England  being  12s  6d.  per  gal  ),  and  the  | 
duty  on  pure  alcohol  was  16s.  per  gal  In  the 
course  of  the  cross-examination  of  a  Customs  officer  by 
Mr.  Stern,  for  the  defence,  the  witness  was  asked  if  ho 
knew  that  if  the  bottles  had  not  been  regarded  as  containing 
tinctures,  but  as  containing  pure  alcohol,  the  authorities  in 
England  would  not  have  allowed  more  than  2  gals,  to  be 
shipped  at  once,  whereas  there  were  6  gals,  in  the  two  cases. 
The  witness  !said  that  he  did  not  know,  nor  |did  he  know  , 
that  Crosswell  &  Co.  used  this  tincture  in  a  tooth-wash,  a  < 
preparation  known  as  "  Via  Viva,"  and  in  a  ginger-prepara- 
tion which  sold  in  large  quantities.  Mr.  Francis  Watts, 
F.I.C.,  Government  analyst,  deposed  to  examining  the 
tincture  and  finding  it  to  be  pure  alcohol  equal  to  171§  to 
172  per  cent,  proof -spirit.  It  contained  a  very  small  quantity 
of  extract  of  saffron,  and  he  demonstrated  to  the  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  (Sir  Fielding  Clarke)  the 
difference  in  tinctorial  power  of  this  tincture,  and  of  tr. 
croci  B.P.  by  mixing  two  drops  of  each  in  wa'er  contained  i 
in  two  test-glasses.  Tr  croci,  he  said,  contained  42  per  cent, 
of  proof-spirit.  He  was  cross-examined  at  considerable 
length  by  Mr.  Stern,  on  the  alcoholic  strength  of  tinctures 
to  show  that  some  contain  as  much  as  90  percent,  of  alcohol. 
Mr.  P.  E.  Auvray,  druggist,  Mr.  W.  N.  Saulter,  druggist,  and 
Mr.  T.  J.  Curphey  deposed  that  tr.  croci  was  little  used,  and 
was  tot  like  the  tincture  imported  by  defendants.  Mr. 
Saulter  amused  the  Court  by  saying  the  quantity  imported 
was  sufficient  to  last  in  an  ordinary  druggists'  busineBS  for 
500  years. 
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For  the  defence  Dr  Johnston  was  the  first  witness  called, 
[e  said  that  Hewlett  &  Son  was  a  firm  of  long  standing  and 
ood  repute.  The  tincture  ho  believed  to  be  tr.  croci.  Dr. 
asper  Cargill  was  of  a  similar  opinion,  and  Dr.  G.  C. 
enderson  deposed  that  it  was  alcohol  containing  saffron— 
i  other  words,  a  tincture  of  saffron.  Mr.  L  G  McPherson 
nroborated  Dr.  Henderson,  and  was  followed  by  Mr.  Charles 
anwill  Moffat,  pharmaceutical  chemist  (formerly  of 
leffield),  who  defined  a  tincture  as  an  alcoholic  liquid  con- 
ining  a'  variable  proportion  of  an  animal,  mineral,  or 
getable  substance  in  solution.  He  did  not  consider  that 
e  proportion  of  the  active  ingredient  present  in  a  tincture 
fected  the  fact  of  its  being  a  tincture,  nor  did  the  alco- 
ilic  strength  of  the  menstruum.  He  was  of  opinion  that 
e  colour-test  used  by  the  Island  Chemist  was  not  con- 
asive,  and  he  thought  that  it  ought  to  be  taken  in  conjunc- 
m  with  the  percentage  o£  solid  extractive.  He  considered 
e  price  at  which  the  preparation  was  invoiced  was  a,  fair 
irket  price.  In  cross-examination.  Mr.  Moffat  said  he 
U  the  agent  in  Jamaica  for  Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co  ,  Bristol. 
After  his  evidence  the  Court  adjourned  for  a  second  time, 
V3  case  so  far  having  occupied  two  days.

Valentine  Meat=juice. 

S|.  Justice  Stibling,  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  Wed- 
D  day,  commenced  the  hearing  of  the  action  of  Valentine 
Ipt-juice  Company  v.  Valentine  Meat-extract  Company 
(jmited)  and  C.  R.  Valentine.  The  plaintiffs  reside  at 
Ijhmond,  Virginia,  U.S.A.,  and  ask  for  damages  and  an 
iunction  to  restrain  the  defendants,  their  servants  and 
atnts,  from  carrying  on  business  as  manufacturers  or 
vfdors  of  any  preparation  or  extract  of  meat  or  meat-juice 
ujjer  any  name  or  title  of  which  the  word  "  Valentine  "  or 
'Valentine's"  formed  part,  without  clearly  distinguishing 
s'h  business  from  the  business  of  the  plaintiffs. 

p.  Fletcher  Moulton,  Q  C,  M.P.,  Mr.  Swinfen  Eady,  Q  C. 
aj  Mr.  Sebastian  were  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr, 
t|ohn,  Q.C  ,  and  Mr.  Sims  for  the  defendants. 

Ir.  Moulton,  in  opening  the  case,  said  plaintiffs  first  heard 
ofvhat  the  defendants  were  doing  when  a  company  to  carry 
o  the  business  was  formed,  and  as  soon  as  the  article  of  the 
defendants'  manufacture  was  put  on  the  market,  they  took 
s|s  to  prevent  its  sale.  The  vice-president  of  the  plaintiff 
capany  came  over  to  England  last  autumn,  and  on  October  14 
w;  writ  in  this  action  was  issued.  The  question  of  fact 
vty  whether  or  not  the  article  sold  by  the  defendants  under 
tj!  name  in  which  their  extract  was  offered  for  sale  was 
"  'y  to  cause  confusion  with  the  "  Valentine  meat-juice  ' 
81 1  by  plaintiffs  for  many  years  past,  and  the  evidence  which 
*  ild  be  submitted  would  be  directed  chiefly  to  that  issue, 
f''  correspondence  of  the  defendants  themselves  showed 
tH  repeated  applications  had  been  made  for  their  goods 
u  er  the  belief  that  they  were  the  well-known  '•  Valentine  " 
Poarations  which  had  so  long  occupied  a  leading  position  in 
w  trade  and  in  the  public  approval,  and  this  correspondence 


would  be  important  evidence.  No  doubt,  in  their  answers  to 
those  letters,  the  defendants  did  not  keep  up  the  confusion, 
but  the  letters  showed  that  confusion  did  exist  in  the  minds 
of  purchasers.  He  should  call  a  very  large  number  of  wit- 
nesses conversant  with  these  matters,  who  would  say  that 
they  themselves  were  taken  in  and  believed  that  they  were 
getting  the  old  and  famed  "Valentine"  preparations  when 
they  were  purchasing  the  defendants'  goods.  The  product 
of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture  being,  as  he  should  show,  so 
well  known  on  the  market  as  the  "  Valentine,"  or  "  Valen- 
tine extract,"  "Valentine's  beef- juice,"  "Valentine's  prepa- 
rations," &c,  lie  submitted  that  they  were  entitled  to  an 
injunction,  to  prevent  such  confusion  in  the  future 

It  had  been  agreed  that  the  evidence- in-chief  of  the 
witnesses  should  be  given  in  affidavit  form,  and  counsel 
then  read  the  affidavits  at  great  length.  Mr  Benjamin 
Batchelor  Valentine,  who  was  the  son  of  the  original  in- 
ventor of  the  plaintiffs'  process,  said  that  in  1871  his  father 
commenced  to  manufacture  and  sell  at  his  works  at  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  U.S.  A  ,  an  extract  of  meat  prepared  accord- 
ing to  his  process,  and  named  "  Valentine  meat-juice." 
Trade  was  opened  with  the  United  Kingdom,  and  it  con- 
tinued to  grow  in  proportions.  At  the  present  time  1,800 
gross  of  their  goods  were  annually  sold  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  they  had  spent  a  large  sum  of  money  in 
advertising  them.  In  all  price-lists  the  plaintiffs'  com- 
modities were  described  as  "Valentine's  meat  -  juice  or 
extract." 

The  defendant  C.  R.  Valentine  filed  an  affidavit  that  he 
had  been  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  meat  extract  for 
years.  He  denied  that  what  his  company  did  was  in  any 
way  calculated  to  deceive  the  purchasing  public.  The  de- 
fendant company  was  legitimately  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  a  legitimate  trade.  Numerous  other  affidavits, 
by  Dr.  Lennox  Browne  and  other  surgeons  and  chemists,  in 
support  of  the  defendants'  contention,  were  put  in. 

On  Thursday  the  hearing  was  resumed.  An  affidavit  by 
Mr.  B.  B.  Valentine,  in  reply  to  affidavits  by  the  defendants, 
was  read,  the  witness  stating  that  many  medical  men  who 
gave  testimonials  to  the  plaintiffs'  article  frequently  called 
it  "  Valentine's  meat  extract."  The  memorandum  of  associa- 
tion of  the  defendant  company  stated  that  it  was  formed  to 
carry  on  the*  business  of  meat-juice  manufacturers.  The 
defendant  Valentine  sold  the  use  of  his  name  to  the 
defendant  company.  Plaintiff  said  his  name  was  unknown 
anywhere  in  connection  with  extract  of  meat.  The  de- 
fendants' marks  were  extended  to  the  medicine  class  of 
tTade-marks.  If  the  defendants'  packages  did  not  bear  the 
name  "  Valentine's,"  it  was  solely  because  this  action  was 
instituted. 

Mr.  C.  R.  Valentine,  the  defendant,  filed  a  further  affidavit, 
in  which  he  said  that,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Registrar  of 
Trade-marks,  he  registered  the  name  "  Valtine,"  omitting  a 
syllable  of  his  name. 

When  the  hearing  was  resumed  on  Thursday,  Mr.  Moulton 
read  letters  to  the  defendant  company  from  chemists  and  others, 
asking  for  prices  for  globules  and  meat-juices.  The  answers 
written  by  the  defendants  stated  that  they  had  no  con- 
nection with  the  Valentine's  Meat-juice  Company.  There 
was  a  letter  from  Mr.  Kidd,  a  South  Wales  agent  of  the 
defendant  company,  in  which  he  stated  that  some  of  the 
persons  he  called  on  thought  the  Valentine  Valtine  meat- 
globules  were  made  by  the  same  firm  as  the  Valentine's 
meat  juice.    That  was  an  important  admission. 

Mr.  B.  B.  Valentine,  vice-president  of  the  plaintiff 
company,  was  examined  by  Mr.  Moulton.  He  said  his 
company  had  several  exclusive  consignees  in  London, 
Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow,  and  other  pla;es.  Their  meat- 
juice  was  sold  by  grocers  and  chemists.  Messrs.  Crosse  & 
Blackwell,  who  were  consignees,  sold  about  23.000  bottles  a 
year. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Upjohn,  Q.C,  the  witness  said 
Crosse  &  Blackwell  bought  about  28  000  bottles  from  them 
yearly.  He  believed  they  supplied  some  chemists,  but  had 
no  means  of  telling  what  proportion  of  his  preparation  was 
sold  through  chemists  and  grocers  respectively.  The  con- 
signees referred  to  were  actual  purchasers  and  agents. 
Before  the  defendant  company  came  into  the  field  his  firm 
was,  as  far  as  he  knew,  the  only  one  of  that  name  dealing 
in  meat-preparations.  Their  only  place  of  business  was  at 
Richmond,  Virginia.    The  bottle  produced  was  the  only 
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form  and  size  in  which  they  put  up  their  meat- juice,  and 
the  labels  on  it  were  always  the  same. 

So  that,  previous  to  the  end  of  1897,  there  was  no  need 
for  a  purchaser  to  ask  a  chemist  for  anything  other  than 
Valentine's?— No;  I  know  of  none. 

When  did  you  first  hear  of  the  defendant  company  ?— I 
heard  of  the  company  being  formed  in  1897  ;  Messrs.  New- 
bury sent  me  an  extract  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  October  23,  1897,  describing  the  registration  of  the 
company. 

And  when  did  you  hear  next  about  them  ?— In  February, 
1898,  I  received  a  cable  from  Mr.  Edwards,  of  London, 
asking  if  we  were  the  makers  of  Valentine's  meat-extract 
globules. 

And  was  this  your  reply :  "  Globules  unknown,  possible 
fraud  "  ?— Yes. 

Why  did  you  not  commence  this  action  earlier  ?— Because, 
owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs,  I  could  not  leave  the 
country  then. 

In  the  peroration  of  your  affidavit  yon  fay  you  believe  that 
the  defendant  deliberately  and  intentionally  sold  these  pre- 
parations to  deceive  the  public.  Do  you  believe  or  mean  that 
now  ?— I  mean  what  is  there. 

You  do  not  know  Mr.  C.  R.  Valentine  personally  1 — I  do 
not. 

Tell  my  Lord  what  the  defendants  have  done  by  which,  in 
your  opinion,  they  have  deceived  the  public. — By  the  use  of 
the  name. 

Ye3;  and  do  you  allege  anything  else  ! — I  think  the  repre- 
sentations in  their  circulars  and  advertisement  are  calculated 
to  deceive  the  public. 

Will  you  point  out  the  statement  in  the  circular  which 
you  object  to  ? 

The  witness,  after  examination  of  the  circular,  quoted  one 
or  two  sentences,  but  repeatedly  said,  in  reply  to  counsel, 
that  it  was  the  use  of  the  name  in  connection  with  meat- 
extract  which,  in  his  opinion,  was  likely  to  deceive  the 
public.  He  could  not  say  that  the  circular  resembled  any 
of  his. 

What,  then,  in  your  opinion,  can  the  defendants  do  to 
distinguish  their  goods  from  yours,  short  of  retiring  from  the 
trade  .'—I  have  not  thought  that  out ;  that  is  his  business. 

Do  you  say  that  it  is  impracticable  for  anyone  of  the  name 
of  Valentine  to  carry  on  a  business  in  meat-extract  without 
giving  you  cause  to  object  .'—That  depends  on  whether  it 
deceives  the  public  or  not. 

There  is  a  considerable  difference  between  your  prices  and 
theirs  1 — There  is  some  difference. 

No  chemist  who  uses  this  preparation  of  my  clients, 
stating  that  it  is  prepared  by  an  improved  Liebig's  process 
would  think  it  was  yours  ?— That  depends  on  what  he  means 
by  "improved." 

Well,  he  would  not  mean  the  negation  of_the  process,  I 
suppose  ?— I  do  not  understand. 

In  Liebig's  process  all  the  albumen  is  taken  out,  in  yours 
the  albumen  is  left  in ;  is  that  not  so  ?— Yes. 

Then  if  you  saw  a  direction  that  this  might  be  used  with 
hot  water,  a  chemist  would  infer  that  the  albumen  was  taken 
out  ?— He  might  infer  it ;  and  he  might  make  a  mistake  if 
he  did. 

Your  preparation  is  piincipally  sold  by  chemists  for 
invalids  ?— 1  should  not  be  surprised  if  the  greater  part  of 
it  were  sold  for  sick  people ;  but  a  good  deal  is  sold  for  well 
people. 

What  objection  have  you  to  Mr.  Valentine  trading  as 
"Valentine  &  Co.,"  apart  from  this  company  ?  You  ask  for 
an  injunction  against  him;  do  you  object  to  his  importing 
meat-extract  and  selling  it  in  bulk  ?— Yes ;  provided  it 
deceives  the  public 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Moulton  the  witness  said  "  Valtine 
meat-globules,  Valentine's  patent,"  was  the  heading  of  one 
of  the  defendants'  advertisements.    He  complained  of  that. 

At  the  close  of  the  witness's  evidence,  counsel,  at  the 
suggestion  of  his  Lordship,  considered  whether  some  course 
could  not  be  taken  to  shorten  the  case  by  preventing  repe- 
tition. 

Mr.  Justice  Stirling  pointed  out  that  there  was  the  alle- 
gation that  the  defendants  bad  of  design,  and  with  a  view 
to  get  the  benefit  of  plaintiffs'  reputation,  so  drafted  their 
advertisements  and  circulars  so  as  to  deceive  the  public. 
That  was  a  matter  which  must  be  gone  into,  but  on  the 


general  question  as  to  what  the  effect  of  the  use  of  the  naim 
was  there  did  not  seem  to  his  Lordship  to  be  much  more  U 
be  said. 

Mr.  Upjohn  said  he  admittei  that  mistakes  had  beet 
made.  He  said  that  defendants  were  entitled  to  use  tin 
name,  tbat  they  had  done  everything  that  was  possible  W 
prevent  mistakes,  and  that  the  careless  mistakes  of  careler 
people  could  not  prejudice  his  rights. 

Mr.  Justice  Stirling  :  I  think  the  case  against  you  li 
exactly  that  stated  by  |your  agent,  Mr.  Kidd— that  when  In 
put  your  goods  on  the  market  his  customers  told  him  tha 
they  understood  they  were  plaintiffs'  goods;  and,  further 
that  the  majority  of  people  before  whom  yonr  circulars  an. 
advertisements  come  would  suppose  that  they  referred  t 
plaintiffs'  "Valentine  "  preparations. 

Mr.  Upjohn  said  that  out  of  100,000  circulars  sent  out  b 
defendants  he  did  not  think  they  had  fifty  inquiries.  H 
did  not  admit  that  the  majority  of  people  had  made 
mistake.    He  admitted  many  had  done  so. 

Mr.  Moulton  was  not  content  with  that  admission ;  hi 
case  went  further. 

Mr.  Chas.  Sugden,  assistant-manager  oc  the  drug-depart 
ment  of  Harrod's  Stores,  said  in  cross-examination  that  unti 
the  beginning  of  last  year,  when  at  the  Grocers'  Exbibltioi 
he  faw  the  defendants'  exhibits,  he  had  never  seen  a  bottle  o 
packet  of  meat-extract  bearing  the  name  of  '  Valentine, 
except  those  sold  by  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Arthur  Charles  Olds,  a  Bath  chemist,  paid  the  tw 
"  Valentines "  were  confusing.  He  bad  himself  purchase 
and  re-sold  to  a  customer  defendants'  goods,  honestl 
believing,  until  the  error  was  pointed  out  to  him,  that  the 
were  plaintiffs'  preparations. 

By  Mr.  Upjohn:  Plaintiffs'  extract  was  expensive,  and  1 
did  not  think  it  would  be  used  by  cyclists  or  footballers,  bi 
its  use  was  not  entirely  restricted  to  the  tick-room.  On) 
last  week  he  supplied  half-a-dozen  bottles  for  a  doi 
(Laughter.) 

The  dog  was  sick  ?  -Yes.    (Renewed  laughter  ) 

Therefore  he  came  under  the  category  of  an  invalid  and 
dare  tay  his  owners  provided  him  with  a  sick-room  .'— Witie 
could  not  say. 

Mr  William  Walter  Brunton,  who  had  been  twenty  yea 
in  the  trade,  and  had  known  Valentine's  meat-juice  all  1 1 
time  said  the  confusion  of  names  had  misled  him. 

Dr  E  C.  Pritchard,  in  practice  at  Kensington  cros 
examined,  said  he  had  inferred  from  the  inscription  < 
the  defendants'  packages-'  Valentine's  Extract  Compat 
(Limited)  -that  the  plaintiffs  had  opened  a  branch 
London,  or  had  appointed  agents  on  this  side,  and  hepr, 
ceeded  on  that  assumption  until  the  error  was  pointed  out 

Mr.  William  W.  Chate,  partner  in  the  firm  of  J.  Harris 
Chate,  65  Tooley  Street,  provision- agents,  said  he  had  Knov 
the  defendant  C.  R.Valentine  seven  or  eight  years  in 
business  way,  and  had  known  him  personally  for  a  i< 
years  past.  Mr.  C.  R.  Valentine  had  been  dairy-expert 
the  New  Zealand  Government,  and  afterwards  manage 
England  of  the  dairy  department  of  the  Colonial Dons* 
ment  and  Distribution  Company.  He  did  not  commen

Though  but  little  effort  was  made  in  advertising,  nearly  four 
times  as  many  shares  were  applied  for  as  were  available. 
Having  summarised  the  report — which  showed  that  besides 
paying  the  dividend  on  the  preference  shares  a  sum  of 
2,622/.  was  to  be  carried  to  the  reserve,  and  that  this  left 
sufficient  to  pay  a  dividend  on  the  ordinary  shares  approxi- 
mately at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  per  annum,  with  a  balance 
of  359/.  Is.  5d.  to  be  carried  forward — he  said  he  thought 
these  profits  were  very  satisfactory,  and  fully  bore  out  the 
statement  made  in  the  prospectus.  Passing  from  the 
accounts,  Mr.  Barclay  proceeded  to  give  an  interesting 
review  of  the  origin  and  history  of  the  business.

Thomas  Southall  was  so  dis- 
heartened at  the  end  of  his  first  year's  trade  that  it  is  said 
he  took  his  keys  to  the  landlord,  who  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  with  the  intention  of  giving  up 
possession  of  his  shop ;  but  the  landlord  had  more  faith 
in  Thomas  Southall  than  he  had  iu  himself,  and  urged  him 
to  continue  for  another  year,  telling  him  that  if  he  was  not 
satisfied  he  would  forgive  him  his  rent.    The  faith  of  the 
landlord  was  well  justified  by  the  success  which  followed, 
for  Thomas  Southall  found  it  necefsary  not  long  afterwards 
to  get  his  brother  William  to  join  him,  and  they  went  into 
partnership,  the  name  of  the  lirm  being  T.  &  W.  Southall. 
Having  referred  to  the  continued  connection  of  the  Southall 
family  with  the  business,  Mr.  Barclay  mentioned  that  tbi 
sales  duiing  the  past  year  were  about  fifteen  times  larger 
than  they  were  in  the  year  1861,  when  he  came  into  tl  i 
business.    He  wished  the  profits  were  in  the  same  propor- 
tion, but  the  good  old  times  of  large  profits  and  small 
expenses  had  gone  and  would  never  return.

.question  of  considerable  public  importance  was  addressed 
bylajor  Rasch  to  Sir  John  Gorst,  as  the  representative  of 
thfrivy  Council,  on  Thursday  last  It  had  reference  to  the 
em.oyment  of  unqualified  dispensers  by  medical  prac- 
tit;iers,  and  was  founded  upon  an  inquest  held  at  the 
bqaniDgof  the  year  at  Heaton  Norris,  where  it  was  proved 
thsk  patient  had  lost  his  life  through  a  mistake  on  the  part 
of  pe  unqualified  dispenser  employed  by  his  medicil 
att|dant.  The  mistake  took  the  form  of  introducing  50  gr. 
of  iftrphia  into  a  mixtuie  in  place  of  l-J-  dr.  of  liquor  mor- 
phie.  In  reply  to  Major  Risca's  question,  Sir  Jonn  Gorst 
gaithe  following  answer  : — 

ll  Privy  Council  lias  been  in  communication  with  the  General 
Metal  Council  on  the  subject.  The  Executive  Committee  of 
t,halpody,  while  admitting  that  occasional  accidents  may  arise 
i'roi:,the  employment  by  qualified  medical  practitioners  of  care- 
less r  incompetent  dispensers,  consider  such  cases  to  be  very 
rarAnd  believe  that  the  best  protection  is  afforded  to  the 
pull  by  the  responsibility  of  the  practitioner  for  the  acts  or 
deflts  of  the  servants  whom  he  employs.  Instances  of  such 
missies  are  not  confined  to  dispensers  employed  by  medical 
pra  ftioners. 

1W,  with  all  respect  to  the  august  body  concerned,  the 
opi  ons  here  attributed  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Geiral  Medical  Council  contain  much  matter  for  criticism. 
Noipoes  the  Executive  Committee  itself  appear  to  be 
ent|ly  satisfied  with  its  own  pronouncement,  for  I  under- 
stai  that  it  has  referred  this  question  to  the  next  general 
meifag  of  the  Council.  In  this  it  has  done  well,  and  it  is  to 
be  IJped  that  the  profession  will  give  serious  and  unbiassed 
conferation  to  the  question.  The  Executive  Committee 
"ccjider"  that  accidents  in  doctors'  dispensaries  are  "very 
ran  It  would  be  more  re- assuring  if  they  could  give  some 
solifgrounds  for  this  belief,  but  as  it  is  difficult  to  see  how 
the.  can  have  any  information  on  the  subject,  it  seems 
moijprobable  that  the  belief  is  a  mere  guess.  There 
'  '  y  one  way  in  which  accidents  of  this  character  can 
ie  publicly  known,  and  that  is  by  a  death  and 
iquest;  and  the  chances  are  that  any  accident 
stops  short  of  fatal  results  would  remain  for  ever 
a  si  et  in  the  breast  of  the  doctor  concerned,  even  if 
he  ^covered  it  himself.  Even  where  such  an  accident 
leac  to  fatal  results,  can  we  ever  be  sure  of  the  truth 
becifung  known  ?  With  whom  does  it  rest  to  certify  the 
canijof  death?  With  the  doctor  himself,  who  is  directly 
respsible  for  the  accident.  Doctors  are,  of  course,  a 
higlf  honourable  body  of  men,  and  ready  to  make  any 
sacijce  for  the  benefit  of  their  patients;  but  when  the 
patftt  is  dead,  and  nobody  but  the  doctor  knows  what 
cauil  his  death,  and  the  exposure  of  the  facts  will  involve 
the  Dctor  in  a  scandal  which  may  have  disastrous  remits 
on  b  practice,  to  hold  that  he  may  be  possibly  tempted  to 
keej  fie  secret  to  himself  is  only  to  say  that  human  nature 
is  a  strong  in  doctors  as  in  the  rest  of  mankind.  We 
canJ. expect  any  man,  even  a  member  of  an  honourable 
Pulsion,  to  voluntarily  sign  his  own  death-warrant.  For 
thes  reasons  I  do  not  think  much  weight  can  be  attached 
to  tl  opinion  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Mec  al  Council  that  such  accidents  are  very  rare.  They 
ma3[,e  rare  or  they  may  be  frequent,  but  which  it  is  neither 
toe  jdical  profession  nor  the  public  have  any  certain  means 
or  lowing.

shall  become  known  to  the  public,  or  even  to  his  own 
patient,  the  responsibility  of  the  medical  practitioner  counts 
tor  uncommonly  little.  Precisely  the  same  argument  might- 
be  applied  to  the  druggist  or  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Both 
of  them,  like  tbe  rest  of  us,  are  in  the  eye  of  the  law 
responsible  for  the  acts  and  defaults  of  their  servants. 
Nevertheless,  the  law  has  thought  it  desirable  in  the  interests 
of  the  public  to  impose  a  further  safeguard,  and  has  enacted 
that  persons  who  act  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  persons- 
who  dispense  poisons  in  shops  shall  be  possessed  of  certain 
professional  qualifications.  As  a  matter  of  logic  there  can 
be  no  reason  why  the  same  qualifications  should  not  be 
insisted  upon  in  a  doctor's  dispensary.  We  all  share  the 
horror  of  Mr.  Pickwick  when  he  heard  that  the  chemist 
had  left  his  shop  in  charge  of  the  very  nice  errand- 
boy  who  believed  that  Epsom  salts  were  oxalic  acid.  We 
may  reasonably  feel  the  same  horror  at  the  idea  of  draughts 
and  pills  being  compounded  in  a  doctor's  dispensary  by  a 
youth  whose  knowledge  of  drugs  is  equally  rudimentary,  i 
do  not  mean  to  impute  to  the  medical  profession  as  a  body 
that  they  take  no  proper  precautions  to  see  that  their  dis- 
pensers are  up  to  their  work.  But  we  have  got  to  remember 
the  difficulties  which  beset  the  struggling  members  of  the 
profession,  more  especially  those  who  have  large  and  unre- 
munerative  practices  among  the  poorer  classes.  I  have 
heard  of  a  doctor  of  this  class  seeing  a  hundred  or  mora 
poor  patients  in  the  course  of  an  hour  or  so  in  the  evening, 
writing  a  hurried  prescription  for  each  of  them,  and  all  these 
being  made  up  by  the  dispenser  while  the  patients  waited. 
It  needs  a  very  smart  and  well-qualified  man  to  do  work  like 
this  without  ever  making  a  mistake,  and  yet  it  is  the  poor 
man's  doctor  who  is  the  least  likely  to  be  able  to  afford  a 
really  smart  and  well-qualified  man. 

For  another  reason  the  General  Medical  Council  will  find 
it  extremely  difficult  to  resist  a  demand  in  this  direction  at 
the  present  moment.  It  will  be  remembered  that  only  a  few 
months  back  the  Council  issued  a  very  sharp  reminder  to  the 
profession  generally  on  the  impropriety  of  employing  un- 
qualified assistants.  This  order  resulted — somewhat  unjustly 
in  my  opinion — in  large  numbers  of  deserving  men  with  a 
considerable  knowledge  of  medicine,  acquired  by  years  of 
experience,  although  destitute  of  technical  qualifications, 
being  deprived  of  their  means  of  livelihood.  When  it  was 
suggested  that  the  step  taken  by  the  Medical  Council  was 
prompted  merely  by  "  trade  union  "  policy-  that  is  to  say, 
by  the  desire  to  protect  the  qualified  practitioner  from  the 
competition  of  unqualified  men — the  organs  of  tbe  profession 
retorted  with  asperity  that  the  public  interest,  and  the  public 
interest  alone,  was  what  the  profession  had  in  view.  If  so, 
I  would  ask  wherein  lies  the  difference  between  the  unquali- 
fied assistant  and  the  unqualified  dispenser.  Common  sense 
will  tell  anybody  that  the  position  is  the  same  in  the  two 
cases — indeed,  if  anything,  the  unqualified  dispenser  is  more 
likely  to  be  dangerous  to  the  public  than  the  unqualified 
assistant,  who,  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  has  always  been 
restricted  to  work  which  he  was  perfectly  competent  to  per- 
form. It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  General  Medical 
Council,  when  this  matter  comes  before  them  at  their  next 
general  meeting,  will  look  at  it  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
public  or  from  the  point  of  view  of  their  own  pecuniary  and 
professional  interests.  If  they  fail  to  take  any  action,  then 
it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  consider  whether 
the  doctor's  dispensary  and  the  chemist's  shop  should  not  be 
placed  on  the  same  footing  in  the  eye  of  the  law. 

Urine  analysis  is  one  of  the  best  side-lines  a  chemist 
can  take  up,  because  he  can  assist  local  medical  men,  and 
bring  customers  through  it.  The  way  to  begin  is  told  in 
"  Practical  Methods  of  Urine-analysis,"  published  at  the 
office  of  the  O.  <'/  1) .  at  Is.  Qd. ;  by  post  Is.  Qd. 

Deugs  foe  Tuekey. — The  Turkish  Customs  authorities 
do  some  good  by  their  rigid  inspection  of  chemicals  and 
drugs.  The  Constantinople  correspondent  of  the  Lancet 
mentions  that  the  Ottoman  chemists  have  very  often 
declared  best-quality  goods  to  be  harmful  to  public  health  ; 
but  the  Ottoman  Government  states  that  there  has  been 
seized,  for  instance,  at  the  Salonica  Custom-house  santonin 
which  was  a  compound  of  1  per  cent,  of  santonin  and  99  per 
cent,  of  crystallised  boric  acid,  and  sulphate  of  quinine 
containing  more  than  30  per  cent,  of  water.

American  Trade  with  the  Cape. 

Sib, — A  few  further  remarks  on  the  trade  of  the  United 
States  with  South  Africa  in  chemists'  goods  may  not  perhaps 
■be  out  of  place  from  the  point  of  view  of  an  ordinary 
retailer.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  white-rubber  goods 
from  the  United  States  are  far  more  durable  than  the  best 
English  lines  in  this  climate,  and  are  much  cheaper.  But 
in  enemas  the  public  will  not  have  it  at  any  price.  The 
grain  appears  to  be  too  coarse  for  it  to  be  used  in  feeding- 
Dottle  tubing  or  teats,  in  addition  to  which  the  taste  and 
smell  are  more  persistent  than  in  pure  rubber,  while  the 
weight,  stiffness,  and  appearance  are  against  the  use  of 
white  rubber  for  perfume-sprays,  &o.  For  stronger  sprays, 
atomisers,  powder-insufllators,  and  ball  syringes  it  answers 
well,  and  I  should  think  that  owing  to  the  low  price  the 
•imports  of  these  lines  would  increase.  For  shop-rounds 
there  is  nothing  in  the  English  market  at  the  price  to  com- 
pete with  the  glass  recess- labelled  bottles  sent  out  by  some 
American  firms.  Certainly  the  best  English  are  better  glass 
and  better  finish,  but  the  price  is  double.  As  regards  dis- 
pensing-bottles, American  cost  slightly  more  landed  at  the 
Cape  than  English  bottles  of  the  same  quality  ;  and  as  an 
order  from  U.S.  takes  about  twice  as  long  to  arrive,  our 
home  manufacturers  have  not  much  to  fear  from  American 
competition  in  that  line.  Very  few  English  wholesale  drug 
and  sundries  houses  have  representatives  in  South  Africa, 
tind  as  travellers  have  to  pay  an  annual  licence  of  251 , 
travelling  by  rail  is  expensive,  and  the  distance  between 
"towns  is  great,  perhaps  it  would  not  pay.

Examination  Reform  Wanted. 

Sib, — It  seems  to  me  essential  that  the  grievances  of 
M'no'  stadents  shou'd  be  frequently  reiterated;  men  who 
•have  been  qualified  five  or  ten  years  cannot  speak  of  the 
treatment  to  which  candidates  are  subjected  to-day. 

I  have  seen  a  little  of  it,  from  various  points,  and  while 
some  are  courteous  and  patient  at  their  office,  several  are  not 
•commonly  polite  in  manner,  or  refined  in  language.  But 
'the  system  (before  the  examiners)  requires  some  alteration. 

The  first  day's  examination  on  the  whole  is  admirably 
-conducted,  and  one  passes  on  his  merits.  Little  bits  of 
sarcasm  and  pomposity  are  however  sometimes  present,  and 
they  are  found  "  incompatible"  when  dispensing.  But  the 
unjust  thing  about  the  first  day  is,  that  it  has  to  be  passed 
every  time  before  one  can  proceed  to  the  second.  How  long 
is  this  to  continue  ?  We  are  as  good  as  gagged  until  we 
have  passed,  and  after  that  "  happy  event,''  we  are  inclined 
to  forget  the  wrongs  done  to  others  who  follow. 

Most  of  the  injustice  however  occurs  on  the  second  day. 
First,  one  is  hurried  into  it  immediately  following  the  first 
day's  work,  instead  of  twelve  months  or  so  after  it.  Secondly, 
the  fact  that  it  is  viva  voce  adds  to  the  bewilderment  of  any 
brain  which  feels  a  tension.  It  is  asserted  that  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  candidate  is  ascertained  far  better  by  this 
method  than  by  a  written  examination.  But  why  then  do 
they  conduct  the  Major  mainly  in  writing  ?  Either  the 
Major  is  a  farce,  or  the  Minor  (second  day)  is — a  farce 
-which  by  the  way  materially  increases  the  revenus  of  the 
Society.

Sib, — Is  there  not  something  wrong  in  the  borax  prosecu- 
tion reported  at  page  738  of  your  last  week's  issue  ?  How 


can  anybody  sell  borax  adulterated  with  100  per  cent,  o 
carbonate  of  soda  ?  The  evidence  was  that  bicarbonate  c 
soda  was  unwittingly  and  in  good  faith  sold  in  error  fc 
borax.  Is  it  competent  to  bring  a  charge  under  the  Foo 
and  Drugs  Act  in  such  a  case  ?  The  Bench  seems  to  hav 
accepted  the  evidence  for  the  defence,  and  imposed 
penalty  not  because  an  adulterated  article  had  been  sole 
but  because  "a  very  serious  mistake  had  been  made."  Tb 
Act  says,  "No  person  shall  sell  any  drug  which  is  not  c 
the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  of  the  article  demanded 
and  the  offender  here  seems  to  have  been  charged  wit 
selling  "  borax  adulterated  with  100  per  cent,  of  carbonai 
of  soda."  But  he  did  not  sell  borax  at  all,  and  he  wj 
entitled  to  plead  that  he  did  not  commit  the  offence  charge 
against  him.  No  doubt  what  he  did  was  to  the  prejudice  < 
the  purchaser,  and  maybe  he  was  entitled  to  suffer  for  con 
mitting  a  mistake,  but,  all  the  same,  it  is  not  clear  that  1 , 
strictly  comes  within  the  offences  struck  at  by  the  Food  an 
Drugs  Act.

Unqualified  Dispensers. 

Major  Rasch  has  given  notice  of  a  further  question  on  the 
subject  of  the  dispensers  to  medical  men,  and  this  he  pro  - 
poses to  put  to  the  Vice-President  of  the  Committee  of 
Council  on  Friday,  May  12.  The  new  query  is  "  Whether  the 
Executive  of  the  General  Medical  Council  had  stated,  in 
their  reply  to  the  Privy  Council,  what  grounds  they  had  for 
considering  that  accidents  due  to  the  employment  of  un- 
qualified dispensers  by  medical  practitioners  were  very  rare; 
and,  if  not,  would  he  ask  that  body  what  means  tbey  had  of 
knowing  the  number  of  accidents,  fatal  and  otherwise,  which 
resulted  in  doctors'  surgeries  from  the  employment  of  un- 
qualified dispensers  ? " 

As  Major  Rasch  represents  that  part  of  Essex  where  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  resides,  it  is  highly  probable  that  his  curiosity 
in  regard  to  the  dispensing  arrangements  of  medical  men 
has  been  stimulated  by  the  P.A.T.A.  Secretary,  who  is  very 
earnest  indeed  on  this  subject. 

The  Sale  op  Food  and  Drugs  Bill. 

The  Committee  on  Thursday  cf  last  week  reached  the 
second  part  of  the  Bill.  Previously,  however,  a  clause 
relating  to  condensed  milk  was  amended  and  agreed  to  in 
the  following  form  : — 

Every  tin  or  other  receptacle  containing  condensed  separated 
or  skimmed  milk  must  bear  a  label  clearly  visible  to  the  purchaser 
on  which  the  words  "  Separated  Milk  "  or  "  Skimmed  Milk,"  as  the 
case  may  require,  are  printed  in  large  and  legible  type  ;  and  if 
any  person  sells,  or  exposes,  or  offers  for  sale  condensed  separated 
or  skimmed  milk  in  contravention  of  this  section,  he  shall  be 
liable,  on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  102.  (2) 
No  colouring- matter  shall  be  added  to  condensed,  separated,  or 
skimmed  milk. 

Clause  12,  which  provides  that  labels  giving  notice  of 
mixtures  shall  be  so  written  or  printed  tbat  the  notice  is 
not  obscure,  though  labels  or  registered  trade-marks  which 
have  been  used  for  seven  years  are  not  to  be  affected,  was 
carried  without  alteration.  Mr.  Hobhouse  wanted  to  add 
that  when  a  mixture  contains  less  than  60  per  cent,  of  the 
article  named  that  fact  should  be  stated  on  the  labels.  Mr. 
Long  objected,  and  this  proposal  was  withdrawn.  The 
division  of  samples  purchased  was  made  compulsory,  not 
optional  as  at  present ;  but  Mr.  Long  carried  an  amendment 
to  his  clause  omitting  words  which  required  that  one  portion 
of  the  sample  should  be  given  to  the  vendor,  as  he  pointed 
out  tbat  the  vendor  might  slip  away,  or  refuse  to  take  the 
portion. 

On  Monday  last  the  clause  relating  to  penalties  occupied 
most  of  the  time.  Maximum  penalties  are  much  increased, 
and  a  rew  section  was  added  giving  the  Court  the  power,  in 
certain  cases,  of  imprisoning  the  contumacious  defendant. 
The  clause  relating  to  warranties  was  to  be  dealt  with  on 
Thursday,  and  the  discussion  on  this  clause  was  expected  to 
raise  the  question  of  invoices  as  warranties  and  generally 
the  responsibilities  of  wholesale  dealers.  A  report  of  the 
discussion  will  be  found  on  a  subsequent  page. 

Preservatives  in  Foods. 

Mr.  Chaplin  has  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  that  the 
Committee  which  he  is  to  appoint  to  inquire  into  the  question 
of  the  use  of  preservatives  in  foods  will  be  a  Departmental 
Committee,  and  that  it  will  not  be  open  to  press  repo:ters. 
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The  prices  quoted  below  are  the  bottom  prices 
obtained  for  bulk  quantities  by  importers  and 
manufacturers,  who  do  not  supply  retailers.  They 
are  in  many  cases  exclusive  of  various  charges.

STAGNATION  is  the  tone  of  the  market  this  week.  That 
^  is  the  pessimistic  view  of  it,  but  there  is  really  very 
little  doing  by  dealers.  Some  chemical-manufacturers  are 
busy,  but  as  the  general  tendency  of  prices  of  manufactured 
products  is  upwards,  the  briskness  is  not  abnormally  great.

McLachlan's  report  of 


THE  Grand  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons 
again  on  Thursday,  May  11,  to  consider  this  Bill. 
Mr.  W.  Long  said  that,  so  far  as  he  knew,  there  were 
only  two  contentious  questions  to  discuss — that  of  invoice 
and  warranty,  and  what  was  known  as  the  master  and  man 
amendment.  He  therefore  suggested,  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  progress  of  the  Committee,  that  the  new  clauses  which 
the  Government  might  not  be  able  to  accept  should  be  post- 
poned until  the  Report  stage. 
This  having  been  agreed  to, 

Mr.  R.  G.  Webster  moved  as  an  amendment  to  clause  17 
(provisions  as  to  use  of  warranty  or  invoice  as  defence)  to 
insert  at  the  beginning  the  words:  "For  the  purpose  of 
section  25  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875.  an 
invoice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  warranty  without  the  addi- 
tion of  express  words  of  guarantee,  but."    This  amendment 
was  undoubtedly  based  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Select 
Committee  itself.    The  first  reason  he  advanced  in  support 
of  it  was  that  in  section  7  of  the  Margarine  Act  of  1887  it 
was  enacted  that  if  the  seller  showed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Court  that  he  had   no  reason  to  believe  that  at 
the  time  he   sold  an   article   for   butter  it   was  other 
than   butter,   and  that  he  sold  it  in  the   same   state  in 
which  he  purchased  it,  he  should  be  discharged  from  the 
prosecution.    To  his  mind  that  was  an  argument  in  favour 
of  making  the  law  extend  to  other  adulterations  that  that 
of  butter.    There  was  a  more  comprehensive  provision  con- 
tained in  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  of  1893. 
He  believed  it  was  admitted  by  some  of  the  largest  whole- 
sale dealers  that  it  was  only  common  justice  to  the  retailer 
that  some  provision  of  this  sort  should  be  allowed.  Probably 
the  majority  claimed  that  articles  if  sold  in  bulk,  and  not  in 
packages,  should  have  warranty  for  a  specific  time — say,  six 
months.    The  Select  Committee  found  that  it  was  very  diffi- 
cult for  a  retail  dealer  to  get  an  absolute  warranty  from  the 
wholesale  dealer,  because  there  was  sometimes  considerable 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  retail  dealers  to  press  the 
wholesale  dealer  for  a  form  of  warranty.    This  was,  of 
course,  especially  the  case  when  the  retailer  was  under  some 
obligation  to  the  wholesale  dealer.    Many  articles  could  be 
adulterated  only  by  the  wholesale  manufacturer  or  by  a 
skilful  chemist,  as  was  found  by  the  Select  Committee,  and 
it  seemed  reasonable  that  they  should  try  and  check  this 
adulteration  in  the  interests  of  the  consumer  and  of  the 
community  generally.   Prosecutions  against  the  retail  dealer 
often  cost  him  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  for  the  analysis 
of  foods  was  an  expensive  process.    He  knew  of  a  retailer 
who  had  a  parcel  of  goods  worth  4|r/.  analysed,  and  had  to 
pay  15/.  15s.  for  it.    If  that  were  general,  a  man  would  have 
to  keep  on  his  premises  a  skilled  chemist,  and  he  might  not 
be  able  to  afford  that.    The  magistrates  saw  the  hardship  of 
the  case,  though  they  were  obliged  to  do  their  duty,  with 
the  result  that  in  many  cases  merely  nominal  fines  were  in- 
flicted on  the  retail  dealer.    If  the  amendment  were  accepted 
the  wholesale  dealer  would  not  be  brought  into  the  prosecu- 
tion, unless  the  retail  dealer  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  justices  that  he  purchased  the  article  in  question  just 
the  same,  in  nature    and  substance,  from  the  wholesale 
dealer  as  it  was  at  the  time  when  he  sold  it.    By  this  Act  a 
foreign   warranty  was   not  available   within  the  United 
Kingdom,  so  that  in  the  case  of  a  retail  dealer  buying  goods 
from  abroad,  or  from  a  foreigner,  he  would  have  to  stand 
the  racket  himself.    The  argument  might  be  used  that  the 
wholesale  dealer  would  be  placed  in  a  very  unsafe  position  in 
the  case  of  goods  in  bulk,  because  he  would  not  have  the 
means  of  proving  that  tbey  had  not  been  tampered  with, 
but  section  25  of  the  Acts  of  1875  would  apply  to  this  case. 
He  thought  it  would  be  seriously  unfair  that  this  system  of 
warranty  should  be  available  for  goods  of  perishable,  but  not 
for  those  of  a  non-perishable,  character,  as  that  would 
exclude  such  articles  as  tea.  coffee,  cocoa,  muatard,  vinegar, 
pepper,  and  a  host  of  others.     He  sincerely  hoped  the 
Government  would  accept  the  amendment. 

Mr.  W.  Long  said  undoubtedly  this  was  one  of  the  most 
difficult  questions  they  had  had  to  consider.     If  his  hon. 
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friend  stated  that  the  Select  Committee  in  their  report 
recommended  that  this  change  in  the  law  should  be  made, 
he  was  not  quite  accurate,  as  there  was  a  proviso  to  the 
effect  that  as  regarded  perishable  articles  the  reasons  for 
such  restrictions  were  obvious.  There  was  a  certain  con- 
sideration as  to  goods  in  bidk  and  perishable  articles,  in 
regard  to  which  it  was  suggested  there  should  be  a  limit- 
ation of  time  during  which  the  invoice  and  warranty  should 
run.  His  hon.  friend  had  rather  thrown  the  responsibility 
in  this  matter  upon  the  wholesale  dealer,  whom  he  had 
described  as  the  rich  man,  compared  with  the  retail  dealer, 
whom  he  described  as  the  poor  man.  They  could  not  in- 
quire as  to  which  of  these  traders  was  rich  and  which  was 
poor,  although  he  was  inclined  to  think  that  a  great  many 
retail  dealers  might  be  accurately  described  as  rich  men. 
They  ought  not  to  consider  the  amendment  from  that  psint 
of  view.  What  they  were  bound  to  ask  themselves  was 
how  far  the  amendment  could  be  added  to  the 
Bill  as  a  practical  matter,  and  what  its  effect 
would  be  in  that  case.  His  hon.  friend  told 
them  he  intended  to  make  the  wholesale  dealer 
a  party  to  the  prosecution,  and  that  it  would  be  done  by  a 
subsequent  amendment.  He  submitted,  however,  that  there 
were  practical  legal  difficulties  in  the  way  of  that  proposal, 
which  he  did  not  think  even  the  ingenuity  of  his  hon.  friend 
would  be  able  to  overcome.  It  must  be  remembered  by  the 
Committee  that  the  fraud  that  was  to  be  the  cause  of  action 
was  created  by  the  sale  on  the  part  of  the  retailer  to  some 
customer  of  an  article  which  turned  out  to  be  fraudulent. 
The  wholesale  dealer  was  not  a  party  to  that  sale,  and  could 
not  be  made  a  party  to  that  sale  by  any  process  known  to 
the  law  at  present.  Then  it  was  proposed  to  bring  him  in 
because,  upon  another  sale,  he  had  supplied  the  retailer  with 
an  article  which  afterwards  turned  out  to  be  adulterated. 
As  he  was  advised,  this  would  be  a  proceeding  which  it 
would  be  impossible  to  incorporate  in  the  Bill.  They  could, 
of  course,  give  power  to  the  Court  to  call  the  wholesale 
dealer,  and  they  could  secure,  as  far  as  it  was  possible,  that 
he  should  be  present  in  the  Court,  and  that  he  should 
testify  to  his  own  knowledge  of  what  took  place  when  he 
sold — it  may  have  been  months  before — the  goods  in 
question  to  the  retailer,  upon  whose  subsequent  sale  the 
case  rested.  But  there  were,  undoubtedly,  two  separate  cases, 
the  first  sale  where  the  wholesale  dealer  sold  to  the  retailer, 
and  the  second  sale,  which  might  be  long  subsequent,  where 
the  retailer  sold  to  a  customer.  The  proceedings  arose  on 
the  second  sale,  and  that  had  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the 
first  sale,  and  therefore  they  could  not  make  the  first  seller  a 
party  to  the  transaction.  Further  than  that,  they  had  a 
difficulty  connected  with  the  process  of  supplying  the  person 
who  might  be  incriminated  with  a  sample  of  goods  in  order 
that  he  might  be  able  to  ascertain  for  himself  whether  or 
not  those  goods  had  been  tampered  with.  His  hon.  friend 
quoted  the  Margarine  Act,  but  one  of  the  difficulties 
they  had  had  to  deal  with  in  considering  the  Bill 
had  been  due  to  the  prominence  given  to  the  mar- 
garine and  butter  question.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  this  Bill  would  apply  to  a  great  many  other  articles. 
(Hear,  hear.)  The  proposal  amounted  to  this:  as  the  law 
stood  in  regard  to  margarine  and  butter,  the  invoice  was  a 
warranty,  and  there  they  were  dealing  with  what  after  all 
was  comparatively  a  simple  question.  Whether  it  were  a 
clerk  or  a  superior  employe  in  the  shop,  it  was  not  a  very 
difficult  matter  to  oversee  what  was  being  sold  to  the  cus- 
tomer in  ordinary  cases,  but  when  they  came  to  adulterated 
articles  a  much  greater  difficulty  arose.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  these  invoices  were  made  up  in  a  hurry  by 
lads  who  had  comparatively  small  wages ;  and  he  was  in- 
formed that  in  some  of  the  bigger  houses  of  business 
they  were  made  up  at  the  rate  of  three  or 
four  thousand  a  week.  He  had  discussed  this  matter  with 
practical  men,  and  they  were,  almost  without  exception,  of 
opinion  that  if  the  invoice  was  to  be  made  a  warranty  there 
would  have  to  be  something  added  to  the  invoice.  That 
something  marked  the  distinction  between  an  invoice  and 
a  warranty.  The  Committee  must  choose  whether  there 
must  be  a  warranty  which  expressly  declared  the  article 
was  what  it  professed  to  be — a  warranty  made  out  with 
the  full  knowledge  at  the  time  it  was  made  out  of  the 
responsibilities  of  the  shopmen,  and  of  the  risks  which 
the  person  responsible  ran  when  he  made  out  that  warranty. 


The  Committee  must  realise  |that  if  they  adopted  the  p 
posal  of  his  hon.  friend  for  all  pnrposes  under  the  Sale  of  K 
and  Drugs  Act  that  an  invoice  was  to  be  made  equivalent  t  j 
warranty,  they  were  to  a  considerable  extent  increasing  ll 
difficulty  which  would  attach  to  the  discovery  of  the  o 
and  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  offence.  That  v 
his  view  after  very  careful  examination  of  the  cvidn|. 
on  which  the  Select  Committee  made  their  report,  and  afu  . 
considerable  amount  of  discussion  with  practical  men  vji 
understood  the  question.  It  might  be  a  legitimate  th  •

offenders.  Though  the  difficulties  were  very  great  and  i 
risks  the  retailer  ran  might  be  of  a  serious  kind,  yet  if  It 
legislation  was  to  be  successful  it  could  only  be  by  a  dirl 
and  simple  process.  He  hoped  the  Committee  would  t 
accept  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Ascroft  thought  this  was  the  most  important  clausi'i 
the  whole  Bill,  and  he  assumed  that  every  member  of  e 
committee  was  actuated  by  one  motive — viz.,  as  far  as  n- 
sible  to  stamp  out  adulteration.  It  seemed  to  him  t't 
these  adulterated  goods  did,  to  a  large  extent,  come  f  i 
the  wholesale  dealer  and  the  importer.  The  question  u 
whether  or  not  they  should  enable  the  small  retail  dealer 
protect  himself  by  producing  a  warranty,  which  in  any  <  1 
court  would  be  a  good  defence,  or  a  letter  or  docum  L 
which  described  the  quality  and  nature  of  the  article,  |i 
should  thus  give  the  Government  the  power  of  prosecu' ? 
the  man  who  was  the  real  offender,  and  who  ought  to  I  r 
the  punishment.
